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Teachers Accept 
J, 


Contract Offer 
By 329-13 Vote 


Teachers In Schaumburg Township 


School Dlst M voted yesterday to accept 
• 1072-73 salary contract; the first to in- 
clude such Items as class size, grievance 
procedure, working conditions and fringe 
benefits. 


The vote by Schaumburg Education 


Association members for ratification of 
the contract was 329 In favor and 13 
against. Board of education members 
were expected to accept the contract at 
their meeting lost night. 


Joy Honsen, SEA president elect, dur- 


ing the voto meeting said, "it was the 
collective effort and strength of almost 
600 SEA members that brought them this 
master contract. 


"You proved to the board that you sup- 


port us and were willing to strike to get 
the contract you deserve. Wo both admit 
It's not all we want It never Is. But, It's 
still darn good and compares wen 
against others In the area." 


Although the teachers vote yesterday 


made acceptance of the negotiated con- 
tract certain, agreement between teach- 
er and board negotiating teams came 
last weekend. 


The settlement was announced after a 


long Saturday session hastily celled by 
the board after SEA declared impasse. 


The tentative agreement cancelled a 


threatened teachers strike. 


The SEA lost a bid for binding arbi- 


tration when a grievance arises, but the 
bond did agree to the use of an outside 
advisor or mediator in the case of a 
teacher-board dispute. 


A compromise on salary was reached 


with the starting salary for teachers set 
at $8,135 a $235 Increase over last year's 
contract. Optimum class size will be 28. 
Teachers will be Included on all board 
committees. 


Teachers will also receive a $10,000 


paid life Insurance policy. 


Stories By Homeowners, 
Builder Far Different

Complaints hi the Kaufman and Broad 


subdivision In Schaumburg of shoddy 
materials, workmanship, and construc- 
tion Indicated a large gap in builder- 
homeowner communications. 


Homeowners claim they have received 


little or no satisfaction from Kaufman 
and Broad on their complaints. Addition- 
ally, they report rude treatment by the 
firm's representatives. 


The new president of the Chicago office 


of Kaufman and Broad, David Brown, 
said the company will repair any legiti- 
mate construction problems. 


The company has responded to hun- 


dreds of complaints in the subdivision, he 
said. "The question is the quality of the 
response. It's very likely we broke down 
in that respect in the past and did not 
respond as soon as homeowners would 
like. And we did not satisfy everyone 
with our responses." 


The issue, as Brown sees It, Involves 


structural defects versus maintenance 
problems. "Wo have not had an adequate 
educational program In the past. We are

Wednesday, Brown said, "I saw only one 
major structural problem, the sinking 
garage. And this was supposedly a tour 
of tho worst problems." 


The garage belongs to William Smith, 


602 Fairview Ln. It has sunk and caused 
a large hole. Although Brown does not 
legally have to correct the problem be- 
cause the Smiths are second owners not 
covered by the guarantee, he baa prom- 
ised to do so. 


A tour of the subdivision yesterday, 


however, disputed Brown's statement 
that this "was a proud, fine subdivision." 
Homeowners spoken to were anything 
but proud, and had a long list of com- 
plaints. 


"It's become almost a joke with us. 


People got no satisfaction from Kaufman 
and Broad and ended up fixing things 
themselves," Mrs. Paul Imren, 608 Fair- 
view Ln., said. 


She cites poor insulation as her major 


complaint Her bathroom pipes freeze, 
she said, whenever the temperature 
drops below zero. 


Brown promised to Investigate her 


complaint and the complaints about poor 
insulation on other homes. 


ONE PROBLEM, according to other 


homeowners, is the company's guarantee 
policy. Through the first year, said Mrs. 
Donald Welker, 622 Fairview Ln., the 
company will repair minor problems. Up 
through five-years, they win fix major 
construction problems. 


"I had a cracked foundation and was 


told by Kaufman and Broad that's not a

'Rooftop Cops9 Protect Woodfield Shoppers

Rooftop surveillance, powerful mobile 


radio equipment, high-powered zoom len- 
ses, binoculars, sleek late-model and lux- 
ury cars disguises. 


If it sounds like a shopping list for a 


James Bond or CIA adventure, it could 
be. But, these are the types of things 
Schaumburg police are using with great 
success to protect parking lots at Wood- 
field Mall. 


In the past two weeks,,the patrols, us- 


ing officers on the roof and in unmarked 
cars, have made more than a dozen ar- 
rests at Woodfield. The charges have 
ranged from burglary, theft, auto theft 
and an indecent exposure. 


From the rooftop of the shopping cen- 


ter, officers can scan the parking lot, 
looking for suspicious events. 


It might be a person making an ex- 


cessive number f trips to the car or 
someone tampering with a car that the 
roof patrol notices. A quick call to the 
plain clothes officers who may be riding 
in a new Cadillac or a car with out-of- 
state license plates can result hi a quick 
examination of the situation. 


SITUATIONS LIKE those above have 


resulted in arrests in recent days. The 
shopper traveling back and forth to the 
car was arrested with nearly $200 hi 
merchandise stolen from J. C. Pen- 
ney Co. The fellows tinkering with the 
car were found with burglary tools and 
were in the process of removing some 
Items from the auto's Interior. 


"We are trying to better protect'the 


shoppers and the residents of the com-, 
munity, said Schaumburg Police Chief 
Martin Conroy. 


He said the roof patrol was imple- 


mented as an experimental program to 


determine what type.of incidents may be 
occurring at the giant "shopping center 
and how much of a deterrent such ac- 
tions might be. 


"It is a lot easier to survey a situation 


from a luxury car or a car with out-of- 
state plates," one officer remarked. He 
added that it is then possible to catch a 
person off guard while a break-in is oc- 
curring. 


W o o d f i e l d Manager Jerry O'Neill 


praised the police effort and said, "We 
get great cooperation from the Schaum- 
burg police." 


O'Neill said the efforts made by po- 


lice to protect the center are better thap 
those he has seen at other shopping cen- 
ters. 


Conroy said the efforts made there so 


far has shown that such'a procedure can 
be an effective deterrent 


SBA Extends 
Relief For 
Flood Victims 


Victims of the area's most recent 


Hooding have been added to the list of 
residents eligible for disaster relief funds 
from the Small Business Administration. 


The SBA yesterday amended Us dis- 


aster declaration for the Aug. 25 flooding 
in the Chicago area to Include persons 
victimised by the heavy rains of Sunday 
night and Monday. 


Residents of Cook, DuPage and Kane 


Counties were included hi the new dec- 
laration from Robert A. Dwyer, the 
SBA's Midwest regional director. 


The declaration enables homeowners, 


tenants, business people, churches, pri- 
vate schools and various non-profit or- 
ganizations in the affected areas to quali- 
fy for SBA loans to restore or replace 
damaged property not covered by insur- 
ance. 


DWYER SAID the SBA is considering 


holding mass meetings in affected areas 
to tell citizens about the relief programs, 
as it did after the August flooding, when 
meetings were held in Arlington Heights, 
Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove Village and 
DCS Plaines. 


In the meantime, the SBA has person- 


nel stationed at three locations to field 
flood relief applications. They include the 
Addison Village Hall, 130 W. Army Trail 
Rd.; the Lisle Village Hall, 4740 Main 
St.; and the Montgomery Village Hall, 
1300 S. Broadway. Phone numbers at the 
offices are: Addison, 543-6130; Lisle, WO 
8-1200; and Montgomery, 896-8080. 


Flood victims also may apply for relief 


at the SBA's regional office: Suite 437, 
219 S. Dearborn St., Chicago, telephone 
3534521. 


For residential losses, affected persons 


may qualify for loans of up to $50,000 for 
real property, up to $10,000 for personal 
property, and up to $55,000 for a com- 
bination of real and personal property. 
Disaster business loans are limited to 
$500,000. 


All loans are long-term with an interest 


rate of 1 per cent. Additionally, under a 
new law, the SBA will suspend, or for- 
give, payments up to $5,000 in all dis- 
aster loans. 


Dwyer said the SBA will accept loan 


applications for processing without a 
contractor's estimate, but the burden of 
proof of loss remains on the borrower.

Teachers Try To Fit Pay Bid To Budget 


Officials of the High School Dlst. 211 


Education Association arc starting work 
on n proposal for a 1072-73 salary con- 
tract that will (It within the budget pro- 
vided by the board. 


At a negotiations meeting Wednesday 


night, School Board Prcs. Robert Creek 
told representatives of the teachers that 
the district cannot afford their original 
salary proposal, which he said would 
cost $300,000 more than last year's con- 
tract. 


Creek said the board docs not neces- 


sarily believe the base pay must be 
raised, and asked the teachers to consid- 
er how they want the money available 
divided among the teachers. 


Iiulcad, Creek said the board could af- 


ford approximately $115,000 for salary in- 
creases, the amount it would cost If the 
base pay for beginning teachers was 
raised by $150, thus raising the rest of 
the scale. 


"What we arc saying is that if you

He 
pointed out that the district has more 
than $400,000 In a working cash fund that 
can be loaned to the education fund to 
pay for teachers' salaries. 


The working cash fund is' built up 


through a special tax levy and can be 
.used to make Interest free loons to-the 
education and building funds. 


Creek explained that the district had 


about $600,000 in the working cash fund 
last year, but already has made plans to 
loon some of the money to the education 
fund to balance the budget without pro- 
viding for a raise in the teachers' pay 
scale. 


The additional $115,000 for raises also 


will tbmc from the fund, he said, and the 
board is unwilling to use any more of 
that money. 


"We feel very strongly that school dis- 


tricts, like families and 
businesses, 


should have a reserve fund against some 
dreadful contingency," he said. "That is 
what the working cash fund is for." 


LEN FIOCCA, chief spokesman for lh< 


teachers bargaining team, said it wouic 
be difficult for association leaders to ex- 
plain to teachers that the board has mon- 
ey but will not use it. "The teachers are 
going to say there's money there, but 
they don't want to spend it," he said. 


In'other items considered at Wednes- 


day's meeting, the teachers heard that 
rates for the Blue Cross health and life 
insurance for the teachers will increase 
in cost by 44 per cent this year, but the 
district is prepared to pick up the extra 
cost. 


In addition, the association bargainers 


asked that the district also begin paying 
the entire premium for the family health 
insurance, as it does for the individual 
policy. Creek said a decision on that 
would have to be deferred until the total 
cost of salary Increases is known. 


The two sides then agreed to form a 


committee to work on revising the insur- 
ance program for next year to see if 
more extensive coverage can be pro- 
vided for approximately the ssame pre- 
mium. Board member William Stenst- 
rom, who is in the insurance business, 
explained, "I don't think we now have 
the best coverage for the dollar." 


The two sides have been negotiating 


for more than six months. The 471 teach- 
ers in the district returned to work last 
month and are now being paid on the 
1971-72 salary schedule which provides 
for base pay of $8,300 and top pay of 
$17,638 after 16 years of experience.

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'No Plans For County Hospital Branch' 


by NANCY COWGER 


County Hwplui official denied 
w» week that any plans exist to open a 
branch hospital In the Northwest sub- 
Urbs. 


And politics were not the reason for 


opposition to a Joint proposal by the Vll- 
««« of Schaumburg and Rush-Prcsby- 
tcrian-St Lukes'i Hospital to open a pri- 
vate branch hospital In the village, said 
William SUverman, new director of Cook 
County Hospital. 


SUverman was responding to sugges- 


tions by Schaumburg Trustee Raymond 
Kessell that "politics" may have been 
the reason for "competitive opposition" 
to the Schaumburg-St. Luke's plan. 


Kessell, at this week's village board 


meeting, referred to a story in another 
publication quoting Dr. James G. Haugh- 
ton, executive director of the Cook Coun- 
ty Hospital Governing Commission from 
a speech he gave before the county 
board. 


Haughton was alleged to have said the 


county hospital needs two branch facil- 
ities, and to have "hinted they should be 
In the Northwest and south suburban 
areas." 


KESSELL SAID the comments made 


him "concerned with Rush-Presbyterian- 
St. Luke's (Hospital) and what has hap- 
pened with the ad hoc committee." 


The committee to which Kessell re- 


ferred Is chaired by SUverman and made 
up of hospital and village officials from 
Schaumburg and surrounding commu- 
nities. 


"It seems very odd to me that both 


(new county) hospitals have been pro- 
posed In the Northwest and Southwest 
areas, and the chairman of the (ad hoc 
committee which opposed the St. Luke's 
announcement) is now administrator of 
Cook County Hospital," sold Kessell. 


However, a denial that Haughton mado 


the statements attributed to him has since 
come from a county hospital spokesman. 


"That's just not true that Dr. Haughton 


said these things," said Seymour Spec- 


tor, county hospital public relations di- 
rector. "He said planning was needed." 


The ad hoc committee was formed to 


study the Schaumburg Township area, 
determine if there is a need for a hospi- 
tal and if so select the best location. 
When Schaumburg and St. Luke's an- 
nounced their plan, disfavor was ex- 
pressed because the study was not yet 
completed. SUverman and other com- 
mittee members urged the village and 
hospital to suspend planning until study 
results were available. 


IN COMMENTING ON Haughton's al- 


leged statements, KesseU noted the re- 
cent appointment of SUverman to his 
county hospital post. He also pointed to 
recent announcement of a state study, 
which he said indicated a need for 544 
hospital beds in the township area. 


The combination of SUverman's ap- 


pointment, the state study results 
and Dr. Haughton's statements "started 
the wheels turning as to why there would 
be competitive opposition to the Schaum- 
burg-St. Luke's plan," said Kessell. 


He asked for clarification on .his as- 


sumption that "hospitals in fact are be- 
coming just a little bit political." - 


SUverman termed Kessell's inter- 


pretation "patent nonsense," saying his 
appointment and the ad hoc committee's 
position arc '^totally unrelated." 


He also said he Intends to resign from 


committee leadership, although he still is 
interested in its work and would like to 
take a new role in it. 


Concerning the St. Luke's plan, Silver- 


man said, "I think for any vlUage to 
have jumped the gun prior to the com- 
pletion of the study was to have acted on 
emotion and not on Information." 


NOTING COMMITTEE participants 


agreed to wait for the results of study, 
SUverman said he hopes the St. Luke's 
announcement will not "hurt the prog- 
ress" the committee has made over 15 
months. 


SUverman also said he did not believe 


Dr. Haughton had made the comments 


attributed to him, or that branch county 
hospitals are being considered. 


"To the best of my knowledge, there is 


nothing in planning at or around Cook 
County Hospital that would provide any 
basis for saying that any suburban coun- 
ty hospitals are needed anywhere," said 
SUverman. 


SUverman also commented on the state 


study to which KesseU referred, saying it 
is an annual statistical analysis and does 
nothing but count hospital beds. The ad 
hoc committee is studying the gamut of 
health services available, including the 
number of doctors, offices, clinics, men- 
tal health agencies, dentists and all med- 
ical related faculties. While the mate- 
rials of the state study are a factor of 
what the ad hoc committee is working 
on, they are not enough to form the basis 
of a decision for hospital need, said SU- 
verman. 


Aden H. Clump, director of the state 


division, clarified the figures Kessell 
cited. The state has established regions 
for the purpose of allocating federal Hill 
Burton funds for hospital facility con- 
s t r u c t l o n . Schaumburg Township is 
grouped with Maine, Elk Grove, Palatine 
and Wheeling townships, aU of Park 
Ridge and part of Chicago in one of these 
regions. 


The study results indicate, said Clump, 


the entire region, not just Schaumburg 
Township, wiU be short 544 hospital beds 
in five years. They are not an assess- 
ment of current needs, said Clump.

Those bundles of boundless affection 


for man, woman and child arc found in 
38 per cent of all American homes. Ac- 
cording to the latest snout-count, there 
were 32.6 million family-owned canines. 
They consume J952 million worth of food 
prepared especially for them. 


The number one most popular dog is 


the mutt, or mixed breed. The mutt 
comes In various combinations. If you 
have ono of these semi-precious pets by 
now you've probably reconstructed his 
family lines all supremely lovable. The 
most comron mutt Is called the Heinz 
after the "57 varieties" of the firm that 
started with pickles. 


Some dogs ore Ihrowbacks to bad 


seeds. They fight have inherited a trait 
from a skeleton In the canine closet — a 
grandfather who was a sllpper-cbewcr or 
a door-scrntchcr, a grandmother who 
was bcg-at-thc-tflble bum or a full-moon 
yelpcr. With proper training these traits 
from "bad blood" usually can be over- 
come. 


SNOOTY POOCHES, those with papen 


guaranteeing that blood lines are pure, 
account for about 30 per cent of the dog 
population. The moat popular is the 
poodle — which has no doggy odors, 
doesn't shed as much as other dogs and 
Is said to be super-lovable, brilliant, and 
fun-loving.

Week, says the event is in its 45th year. 
Usually the bow-wowing Includes pet pa- 
rades, dog shows and demonstrations of 
dog training. 


The purpose: to promote better care 


for dogs and more responsibility among 
dog owners. 


THE INSTITUTE has coined the word 


"pctlquette" to promote a good-neighbor 
policy among dog owners. To find out 
how high your pctlquette quotient is, the 
institute suggests you answer the follow- 
ing questions, true or false. 


1. A dog needs to run loose. He'll be 


frustrated if he doesn't. 


2. Dogs like children, so they should be 


allowed to play at playgrounds. 


3. A dog that jumps on people is just 


being friendly. Anyone who objects is an 
old fogey. 


4. A dog that barks is a good watchdog. 
5. Lawn space between the sidewalk 


and street Is public property. It's okay to 
walk a dog there. 


ANSWERS GO llko this: 
1. False. A dog Is a companion animal. 


He's actually happier at home. A dog 
that Is allowed to run loose usually be- 
comes a nuisance and is in constant dan- 


ger from auto accidents, dog fights, poi- 
son or dognapping. 
, 


2. False. Dog feces at a playground 


create an unhealthy, unpleasant environ- 
ment for all children, but especially tod- 
dlers. Some children are afraid of dogs. 
The combination of an exuberant, friend- 
ly pooch and an excited, frightened child 
often leads to biting accidents. 


3. False. A dog that jumps at other 


pedestrians — canine or humans — is not 
necessarily beloved. Even other dog own- 
ers object. You can teach your dog to 
walk quietly at your side with a special 
training collar called a choke chain col- 
lar. It tightens when the dog lunges 
against it The pressure doesn't harm 
him, but he will be uncomfortable until 
he settles down and walks quietly. Train 
your dog to stay at your side by tugging 
on the collar each time he lunges and 
telling him emphatically to "heel." 


4. True. A dog that barks at strange 


sounds Is an excellent burglar alarm. 
But he should be taught to be quiet once 
he's delivered the message. Dog trainers 
reccommend training him to understand 
— and obey — your command to be quiet. 
If a firm word or two doesn't do the 
trick, they suggest holding his jaws to- 
gether as you tell him "Quiet!" When he 
obeys, be generous with your praise. 


5. False. Many towns claim public 


right over the lawn area between the 
sidewalk and street, but the adjacent 
homeowner is required to keep it neat 
and clean. Take your dog to the curb 
when he needs to relieve himself. 


If you knew the answers, give yourself 


a blue ribbon and pass this column on to 
someone who needs to bone up on dog 
owner petiquette.

nal answer to the famed swallows of Ca- 
plstrano. 


"Maybe it's a combination ol their 


biological makeup, the length of the days 
and the weather," said L. A. Mehrhoff, 
project manager of the 43,000-aere ref- 
uge. "Why they come here each year at 
almost the same time Is still a mystery 
to us." 


GENERALLY THE first group of Can- 


ada honkers includes from 200 to 500 
birds. "You can her them yaklng for 
quite a distance and then they zero in on 
the grain fields," said Mehrhoff. 


The other birds start coming In by the 


scores or hundreds per day until the win- 
ter peak is reached about Nov. 15-20. 


"The early birds are a very skittish 


bunch," said Mehrhoff. "They spend 
most of their time on" the far reaches of 
the refuge. We have tried to catch some 
of them for banding purposes to tell if 
they fly on south from here but we can't 
get close enough to catch them. They ig- 
nore all the baited traps." 


As the other birds arrive hi growing 


numbers they lose some of their wari- 
ness. "They apparently feel there is safe- 
ty In numbers," said Mehrhoff.

Where Motorists Can Find Beauty Of Auttimn In Midwest 


Tho fall foliage viewing season has be- 


gun again, and the Chicago Motor Club's 
Touring Department has sent out Its an- 
nual reminder that the Midwest has 
some of the best autumn color to be seen 
in the country. 


While it Is impossible to predict fall 


color peaks exactly, there are some 
guidelines for Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin 
and Michigan. 


ILLINOIS - Mid-October Is the best 


time to view fall coloring In this part of 
the Midwest. In northern Illinois, the 
Mississippi palisades would bo a good 
place to visit as would nearby Galena. 
Illinois 1 follows the Rock River south 
from Rockford and Is an especially 
pleasant drive for fall color seekers In 
mid-October. A favorite Chicago-area at- 
traction Is Morton Arboretum near Lisle. 


In central Illinois a drive along the Illi- 


nois River from Peru to Peoria is anoth- 
er color tour favorite. Slate parks are 
always convenient on this drive with 
Starved Rock at the northern end and 
Pcre Marquette near the southern end. 


INDIANA — Fall color here means 


Brown County. In mid-October the entire 
state is ablaze with color and Brown 
County's Indiana 46 has no peer. Cllfty 
Falls State Park on the Ohio River, 
reached by Indiana 56, will also be beau- 
tiful through mid and late October. The 
Parke County area is another excellent 
attraction with many picturesque cov- 
ered bridges dotting the landscape re- 
minding travelers of another era when 
life was a little slower. 


WISCONSIN - 
Since fall coloring 


starts hi the north and moves steadily 
south with the changing weather, north- 
ern Wisconsin will peak in late Scptcm-

bcr or early October, while the rest,of 
the state's color should peak in mid-Octo- 
ber. In the northern Eagle River-RhJhe- 
lander-Manitowish Waters area Wiscon- 
sin 70 and U.S. 51 are good routes to 
explore.

Michigan's Upper Peninsula. All of the 
U.P. is forested and all of it Is beautiful - 
in late September. Michigan 28 is an es- 
pecially good highway for scenery. The 
peak color period Is usually mid-October 
In the western and southern portions of 
the Lower Peninsula! Michigan 37 takes 
you through a wooded region of the Low- 
er Peninsula and is a good scenic drive.

strain of honey bee has been discovered 
In Brazil cornea aa no surprise to anyone 
who has spent any time at all observing 
the behavior d Insects these last few 
years. 


Even the most casual contact with this 


branch of tht arthropod*! world surely 
will convince you that insects are becom-' 
Ing evermore hostile and roguish.' 
•It was only last summer while motor- 
Ing through the hill country north of San 
Antonio, Tex. that I encountered a great 
swarm of vicious butterflies. 


They were lying in wait In some road- 


sldo foliage and as I drove past they 
surged around my car in what was ob- 
viously an attempted ambush. 


I FELT AT THE time that I was lucky 


to escape with my life although I was 
later told by a veteran entomologist that 
butterfly attacks are rarely fatal. But 
that is beside the pout 


The point la that something is happen- 


Ing to make Insects more belligerent In 
their relationship with mankind, or, If 
you prefer, personkind. Examples of this 
abound. 


It wasn't more than 10 days ago that' 


my neighbor, Lobelia Nightshade, was 
weeding Brussels sprouts In her garden, 
she grows the Jade Cross variety, In 
case you might want to try them when 
she fek something flagellating her right 
heel. 


Looking down, she found herself being 


assailed .by earthworms. Yet she swears 
she did nothing to provoke them. 


Fortunately, her heel was toughened by 


a callus, which prevented serious injury. 


ONE WONDERS WHEN one considers 


Incidents of these sorts whether the Agri- 
culture Department is doing enough by 
merely considering measures to keep the 
barbaric Brazilian bee from invading 
'this country. 


Even assuming the quarantine is suc- 


cessful, how long will It be before our 
own honey bees begin developing these 
nasty traits on their own? 


What is needed, I should think, is a 


comprehensive study of insect violence 
with the aim of'determining why bugs 
are growing more .bellicose' and how 
their hostilities can be channeled Into 
more constructive patterns.

Even if a spade declarer 
plays to drop that singleton diamond 
king he is likely to make only nine tricks 
and even If he bids and makes the spade 
game his match point score will still be 
less than that of the no-trumpist.

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Dear Dr. Lamb — Would you please 


writ* •omethlng about depression. I'm 
42, married, have three healthy children, 
and no problems to speak of, a good hus- 
band and few children problems. I get 
depressed occasionally, and I'm simply 
awful at this time. I say things I'm sorry 
for later and am terribly embarrassed 
about it after I come out of it. I dwell on 
the past — things that may have hurt 
me. I know this Is wrong, but I can't help 
myself. I've actually thought of suicide. 
It's especially bad around my period. I 
am on the pill and thought that maybe 
this aggravated my depression, but ac- 
tually I started getting this way in my 
30s before I took the pill. 


I spoko to my doctor and he gave me a 


tranqullizcr which helped, but I don't 
want to take medicine all my life. I fight 
the depression when I feel It coming on. 
Just the smallest comment can put me 
Into one. I thought perhaps It was being 
aggravated by starting the menopause 
and I asked my doctor about this and he 
said, "Ah, you're too young for that." 
There must be other people like mo, I 
certainly can't bo one of a kind. 


I forgot to mention that my sister has 


been In a mental hospital and there are 
times when I think my mother should be 
hospitalized as a mental patient. Did I 
Inherit this and am I mentally 111? 


Dear Reader — There is a great differ- 


ence between having a true depression 
and being sad or just sensitive. A person 
who has a depression has a profound 
sense of lack of sell worth and tends to 
depreciate himself and Is not Just "sad." 
Even body movements and mental think- 
ing arc slowed and the face is often ex- 
pressionless. The confusion Is made 
worse by the common habit of referring 
to sadness as being "depression." Being 
overly sensitive to other Individual's 
comment* or events Is something else 
again and a real psychotic depression Is 
usually not helped by Iranqulllzcrs. It 
takes more. 


Women's moods do change In relation 


to their cycle and women who tend to 
hnvc emotional disturbances appear to 
hnve more trouble on the pill and cer- 
tnlnly at the menopause. 


Incidentally, you arc not too young to 


hnve the menopause. Many women start 
menopause In their 30s and a few even In 
their latter 20s (the latter is relatively 
rare). 


ALTHOUGH THUE psychotic depres- 


sions are not Inherited, there Is an In- 


creased likelihood for a person to have 
them If other members of the family 
have such a disorder. 


Anyone who has reasonable evidence 


of a depression or a real depressive state 
deserves early psychiatric attention. 
Much can be done to help. New medi- 
cines have been developed to elevate 
patients' moods and combat depression 
and In certain cases electric shock thera- 
py is indicated. 


It Is true that some individuals with, 


these problems are suicide prone. Your' 
letter isn't conclusive evidence that you 
have depression, but if you're really con- 
cerned about the problem, why don't you 
ask your doctor to refer you to a psy- 
chiatrist?

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Rain Puts Damper On Outdoor Work

TbJa summer was a real washout. 
It was especially a washout for people 


wno work outdoors and depend on sunny 
dayi for their Income. 


Otto Goebbert estimates that he's lost 


•bout half of his crop due to the huge 
rainfalls. He grows 100 acres of to- 
matoes, sweet corn, apples, peppers, 
squash, and pumpkins, which he sells at 
his vegetable stand In Arlington Heights 
•long with produce purchased from other 
farmers. 


"The rain knocked the flowers off the 


peppers, so they didn't produce, and I 
may lose all of my tomatoes yet," said 
Goebbert 


He has had several small floodings, 


which caused the water to He on the 
crops. The plants then developed dis- 
eases, didn't bear properly, and In some 
coses simply drowned out. 


The blight could cost (jocbbcrt about 40 


per cent of his crop Income. Ho says he 
Is not hurting financially as much as if 
he were solely dependent on what he 
raised, because he buys other merchan- 
dise for resale. 


BUT HIS TIIOUDI.ES arc common to 


•IVtruck farmers in the area this year. It 
wife, In short, a disaster year (or the 
people who make their livings by depend- 
ing on the soil and the precarious bal- 
ance of nature. 


Gocbbcrt and other truck farmers may 


bei short of produce and work, but the 
wcfethcr has worked another kind of mis- 
ery on construction workers. They, too, 
lost days and dollars from too much 
rain, but now they have too much work 


to do because of rain and temperature 
extremes putting them farther and far- 
ther behind. 


Leonard Gianninl, part owner of G&F 


Masonry in Schaumburg, said trying to 
do bricklaying in the rain is like trying to 
bake a cake in the rain: "the mortar 
gets too sloppy." 


He's presently working on building fac- 


tories In Elk Grove Village, Schaumburg, 
and Addison. If he has to postpone many 
Jobs because of rain, he will be under a 
lot of pressure as winter approaches and 
customers want the building closed up. 


He hasn't had to do much pumping of 


partially-built and Hooded factory sites, 
although there have been times when he 
couldn't get to a job because the sites 
were too muddy. His biggest headache 
has been mosqultos, which thrive in 
moist areas. 


R i c h a r d Boldt's outdoor business 


comes to an immediate standstill as soon 
as the rain starts. He owns Academy 
Decorating in Arlington Heights, and has 
done Interior and exterior painting for 18 
years. 


One recent day he was painting a 


house and had one side finished, when 
the rain started and he went home. The 
problem is, paint won't stay on a wet 
surface; It peels off. If wet paint is once 
on a building when rain begins, it won't 
peel, Boldt said. However, a driving rain 
could leave pock marks in the paint. 
' "I WISH THE sun would come out un- 
til about Nov. IS," said Boldt. "I'm about 
a month to six weeks behind." Ho esti- 
mates a loss of $5,000 to $10,000 in Jobs 
he's had to turn down for lack of time. In

• Kenley Bredfeldt, a carpenter in Pala- 
tine, said be is about a week behind, and 
figures he may be about a month behind - 
by the end of the year. He's had more 
calls to fix paneling, doors, floors, and 
roofs since the latest storm than he can 
handle.

tine was pushed back. The building was 
finished, and he was to come in to build 
some skate racks. However, after one of 
the storms, the roof began leaking and 
some of the Interior was ruined, so 
Bredfeldt had to postpone his job, delay- 
ing other jobs, until the rink was fixed. 


Whenever rain prevents outdoor work, 


he tries to substitute indoor work. How- 
ever, sometimes the clients aren't home. 


"It seems like it rains every other 


day; it's the worst summer'I've had," 
Bredfeldt said. 


The recent basement flooding, com- 


bined with the rest of the local storms, is 
costing Illinois Bell Telephone about 
twice as much as normal maintenance 
costs, according to Bill Grencll, wire 
chief at the Arlington Heights office. 


THE COST IS due to the replacement 


of fuses, wires, and cables. One flood re- . 
quired 1,850 hours of restoration time, of 


which 732 hours was overtime. 


"I can't recall' anything affecting ser- 


vice this much since the ice storm of 
January, 1965, said Grenell. 


A hard rain always produces the possi- 


bility of tree limbs falling on phone 
wires. If outdoor fuses get wet they be- 
come useless and have to be replaced. 


Tom Klingsporn, who was a repairman 


for 13 years, said squirrels added to rain 
is a bad combination. The squirrels have 
a fondness for chewing on telephone 
cable. As soon as it rains, the wires get 
wet and need to be replaced. 


Add to this the precautions needed to 


prevent electric shock, plus carrying 
around a lot of extra weight in rubber 
boots, rubber gloves, and equipment, 
plus having to cut down bushes or fences 
to reach damaged cable underground — 
instant discomfort. 


After some bad weather,' the phone 


company can fall several days behind in 
restoring service. On one typical day, 203 
individual cases of trouble were report- 
ed, and the company has 33 repairmen. 


Illinois Bell has had to replace huge 


numbers of corroded fuses in local base- 
ments. When a lot of fuses get wet, they 
tie up the office signals with loud buz- 
zing, At one apartment complex, 450 
fuses were replaced, and a factory in Elk 
Grove Village needed 700 new fuses. 


As Klingsporn said, "It's been a tough 


summer."

COG Urges State Adopt All 
School $$ Responsibility

A committee of the Cook County Coun- 


cil of CovenmenU has recommended 
the council endorse • resolution calling- 
for the lUte to adopt all flical responsi- 
bility for finandnf local public schools. 


The resolution was presented at a 


luncheon meeting of the COG Executive 
Board at the Bismarck Hotel by Nicholas 
Blase, mayor of NOes and chairman of 
the COG Education Committee. 


Action on the resolution was deferred 


until the monthly meeting scheduled In 
October. 


The resolution states the state should 


assume all fiscal responsibility for fi- 
nancing the schools, with the opportunity 
for local governments to supplement 
state funds. Local governments would 
also retain "appropriate" local policy- 
making authority. 


IN MAKING THEIR recommenda- 


tions, the committee said public educa- 
tion is the constitutional responsibility of 


the state but, traditionally, has been con- 
trolled and financed as a function oHo- 
cal government. 


The committee said statewide taxes, 


such as sales and Income taxes, should 
be used for major support for public edu- 
cation and that local real property taxes 
should be used for local services, such as 
police, Ore and garbage removal 


The committee said the state should 


adopt, as a primary objective in the dis- 
tribution of its funds, the "general level- 
Ing-up of the quality of public school edu- 
cation without in any way impairing the 
level of support of existing superior pub- 
lic schools." 


The committee also recommended, 


however, that "localities" be restricted 
to a "limited specific percentlle" in sup- 
plementing the state allotment so that 
the supplement would not be large 
enough to undermine the equalization 
function of state financing. 


Jayne Case Returns To Court 


The case of Silas Jayne, Joseph La- 


Placa and Julias Barnes on charges of 
murder in the 1970 killing of Inverness 
horseman George Jayne comes up In 
Cook County Circuit Court again Mon- 
day. 


The case Is not expected to come to 


trial yet, however, because two attorneys 
Involved in the case are participating In 
the Hanrahan conspiracy trial which is 
underway In Judge Philip Romlti's court- 
room. 


Silas Jayne, Barnes and LaPlaca all 


remain In the Cook County Jail where 
they have been since May 22,1971. 


An appeal by LaPlaca to the Illinois 


Appellate Court requesting that he be let 
out on bond has not been ruled on. 


LaPlaca's appeal Is based on the 


premise that because the U.S. Supreme 
Court outlawed capital punishment this 
summer the state constitution ban on 
boll for any capital crime no longer ap- 
plies. 


LaPlaca's appeal Is a test case for all 


other persons who have been denied bail 
under the state constitution provisions. If 
the court rules that be is eligible for bail, 
other persons currently being denied ball 
including Silas Jayne and Barnes could 
also seek ball.

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Showdown At Little Rock Recalled 


by ROBERT CAREY 


LITTLE 
ROCK, Ark. (UPI-Army 


trucki carrying battleready elements of 
the lOlit Airborne Division rumbled 
through the empty street of Little Rock 
early that September morning IS years 
ago. heading for Central High School. 


The full weight and force of the federal 


government was being brought to bear 
on • sovereign state of the republic for 
the first time since Civil War Recon- 
struction to enforce a federal mandate. 


The public schools could no longer 


serve as separate black and white in- 
stltutlons. The U.S. Supreme Court had 
» ordered In its 1054 Brown vs. the 
Board of Education decision. And It had 
•aid the separation must be ended "wllh 
all deliberate speed." 


For Little Rock, its hour hod come. Al- 


though school Integration had taken 
place sporadically, and In Instances qul- 
eUy, the first pitched battle of Southern 
resistance to the Supreme Court order 
was to be fought and lost here. 


While 350 federal troops rimmed the 


school and kept the peace, rifles at the 
ready, bayonets fixed and unsheathed, 
nine black children walked into pre- 
viously oil-while Central High the morn- 
tag of Sept. 25,1057. 


FROM THAT MOMENT the face of the 


nation was permanently changed. Little 
Rock Central was the benchmark of what 
was to come through the long and trou- 
bled '60s. 


Cov. Orval E. Faubus was in the first 


year of his second two-year term In the 
fall of 1937. It had been a tradition In 
modern Arkansas politics that no one 
won reelection to a third term. But 
Faubus liked being governor and very 
much wanted to keep the Job. 


Events had moved swiftly that sum- 


mer. Federal Court Judge Ronald Davies 
had ordered the school board to proceed 
with its Integration plan, beginning with 
Little Rock Central In September. 


The day before school was to open 


Faubus appeared on local television In 
the evening to announce he was calling 
out the Notional Guard because of "evi- 
dence of disorder and throats of dis- 
order." 


The following day, Sept. 4. National 


Guard troops turned away Negro chil- 
dren attempting to enter Central. The 
next week Faubus appeared on national 
television, saying his actions "were prop- 
er and prudent under the circumstances 
that existed." The confrontation built, 
and two days later President Elsenhower 
was reported to be viewing developments 
with an attitude of "patient watch- 
fulness." 


Elsenhower asked Faubus to talk with 


him and tho governor of Arkansas went 
to Washington. Their two-hour and ten- 
minute meeting was cordial but In- 
conclusive. 


On Spet 20 Judge Davies ruled Faubus 


had not used the troops to preserve law 
and order as he had claimed and enjoncd 
him and the National Guard from Inter- 


/ering with Integration. The governor's 
'attorneys walked out of the bearing. 


THAT FRIDAY evening Faubus're- 


moved the guard, ending a 17-day face- 
off with the federal government. Local 
police moved in. 


On Monday morning, nine Negro 


youths slipped in a side door of Central. 
A crowd of 1,000 whites outside, some of 
them screaming, others crying and cur- 
sing went on a rampage. 


City police could not handle the crowds 


and before noon the nine black youths 
were removed for their safety. 


The next day President Elsenhower, 


calling the outburst a "disgraceful occur- 
rence," federallzcd the Arkansas National 
Guard and the Army sent in 1,200 battle- 
equipped paratroopers of the 101st. Fifty- 
two cargo planes, C123s and C130s, flew 
the troops from Ft. Campbell, Ky., to 
Little Rock Air Force Base outside the 
city and trucks full of troops rolled in 
from the base to near the high school. 


And in the morning sunshine of Sept. 


25, nine young block Americans went to 
school through the front door to stay. 


Faubus was reclected to a third term 


the, following year by the largest major- 
ity in the state's history. He won fourth, 
fifth and sixth terms. An attempt by 
Faubus to come back to the governorship 
two years ago failed badly. Times had 
changed. 


Edwin L. Hawkins, 57, a black man, 


has been a teacher and school adminis- 
trator most of his adult life in Arkansas. 
He is today principal of Little Rock Cen- 
tral, which has an enrollment this fall of 
2,029. The enrollment in 1957 was 2,000 
even. There is one major difference, Cen- 
tral is now 40 


THE QUESTIONS raised at Central in 


'57 spread through every strata of life in 
Arkansas as well as the rest of the na- 
tion. "There has been tremendous im- 
provement," Hawkins said of life for the 
black man In this state, "in the way 
people are treated, but It is not perfect. 
Education Is the beginning, and when 
people Just understand, you can get a lot 
of these things done." 


What things? "Housing, employment, 


all those things pertaining to cold hard 
cash, sir," Hawkins said. "How best to 
do it? I wish I knew." 


Busing brought about the 6-4 ratio of 


whites to blacks in Little Rock Central as 
It has in the city's other high schools. 
Begun two years ago, it has proceeded 
quietly and without major Incident. 


The U.S. 8th Circuit Court of Appeals 


at St. Louis has told the local school 
board to present a plan for further In- 
tegration of the city's elementary schools 
next fall by Jan. 1. Busing of fourth and 
fifth graders has Integrated all elementa- 
ry schools, but not to tho 6-4 ratio found 
in the high schools. 


Carolyn Mitchell, 17, is black and a se- 


nior at Central. This is her third year 
there. 


"I've been able to get along with ev- 


eryone," she says, "but not everything Is 
open." 


She and other blacks want more black 


cheerleaders and more black members 
on the High-Steppers, a girls' drill team. 
The girls' dance team, which also per- 
forms at athletic events and elsewhere, 
is all black except for two white-, girls. 
The starting team on last season's state 
AAAA basketball champions was all 
black. The football team was pre- 
dominantly white. 


THERE WAS SOME interracial dating 


at Central about three years ago, even a 
couple of interracial marriages. "But 
now you don't see it at all," said Mrs. 
Mary Frances Thornton, a vice princi- 
pal. "It was apparently the 'in' thing to 
do and I guess it went out of style. If it's 
done now, it's really quiet." 


Mrs. L. C. Daisy Bates, black and 


"never ask a lady her age," was a famil- 
iar figure during the 1957 crisis and 
served as president of the local chapter 
of the NAACP when such service was a 


dangerous job. 
• 


Her home was shot up, the newspaper 


she and her husband had an interest in 
driven out of business. Her life was 
threatened often, so often it became com- 
monplace. She was Jeered and reviled so 
often that that too became commonplace. 


It's quite different now," she says. 


Does she believe the quality of life for 
the black man has improved substantial- 
ly in Arkansas? "Oh, indeed it has. It's a 
better life, much better." 


Orval E. Faubus, now 62 and no longer 


a household word, lives- a different life. 
Divorced and remarried, he and his new 
family have a $250,000 mansion on a hill 
overlooking Huntsvllle, where he had 
lived as a young man. 


"I am more convinced now that I was 


right than I was then," he said of the 
1957 battle of Central High. "I succeeded 
in setting out to do what I did. I pre- 
vented violence and bloodshed."

Let's Resolve 
Watergate Case 


The Truth Is It's A Political Year 


Behind the federal indictments 


— and the rumors, the gossip and 
the generally seamy political odor 
arising from the Watergate bug- 
ging case — there arises a basic 
question: 


Who shall police the policemen? 


More specifically, who shall scruti- 
nize what a Republican controlled 
Justice Department Is doing to in- 
vestigate a political scandal in- 
volving a Republican adminis- 
tration in an election year? 


The Watergate bugging case be- 


gan quietly enough on a Sunday 
morning in June when five persons 
were discovered attempting to bug 
the offices of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee in Washington, 
D.C. 


As the summer progressed, how- 


ever, the Watergate caper became 
less of a Keystone Hops episode 
and more of a serious scandal in- 
volving past members of the Nixon 
administration and thousands of 
dollars which had been contrib- 
uted to the campaign to reclect the 
President. 


Now under Federal indictment, 


for a variety of offenses, are G. 
Gordon Llddy and E. Howard Hunt 
— both former members of the 
Nixon team. 


Following the raid, many thou- 


sands of dollars raised to aid Rich- 
ard Nixon's reelection campaign 
mysteriously surfaced in the bank 
accounts of persons involved in the 
raid. 


To anyone who chose to jump to 


conclusions, it would appear the 
bugging episode had been financed 
by persons high in the Nixon re- 
election machinery. To persons 
concerned about civil liberties, 
such a move reflected fears of an 
administration ready to commit 
unlawful and deceitful acts to de- 
feat Its political opponents. 


AH of this speculation may be 


baseless. But we, the people, are 
entitled to a full investigation of 


who is responsible ultimately for 
the Watergate case. 


And we aren't certain, the way 


the machinery currently operates 
in W a s h i n g t o n , that the in- 
vestigation will be conducted im- 
partially. Indeed, the agencies re- 
sponsible, such as the Justice De- 
partment, have been under the 
firm control of John Mitchell and 
Richard Kleindienst, two men not 
known for their impartiality. 


Policing the policemen is an age- 


old problem — one that's raised ev- 
ery four years in Cook County, 
when the state's attorney's office is 
up for grabs. Traditionally, which- 
ever party controls the office con- 
trols the principal investigative 
machinery for the county — and, 
traditionally, the party in power 
doesn't investigate its own scan- 
dals. 


But in Cook County, there's al- 


ways the state or the federal gov- 
ernment to step in when county 
government fails. On the federal 
level, there's no higher agency to 
police the policemen. 


There is, of course, the U.S. Su-. 


preme Court, which perhaps could 
assume some sort of extra-judicial 
role. And of course a study com- 
mission could be formed, as was 
done in the wake of the Kennedy 
assassination and 'the 1967 ghetto 
rioting, and a report could be is- 
sued. 


But above all it should be pos- 


sible for the federal government to 
police itself, even when the in- 
vestigation may involve the politi- 
cal life of the chief executive him- 
self.

We still believe our federal gov- 


ernment can have integrity, de- 
spite much recent evidence to the 
contrary. An election year is no ex- 
cuse; we urge the U.S. Justice De- 
partment and its federal grand 
jury to continue and strengthen its 
search for truth in the Watergate 
case.

Those who 
resisted had their hands manacled 
behind their backs. 


Fortunately, it was all an act 


The "raid" had been staged by the 
association, with the cooperation of 
local police. • 


In the words of one of the work- 


shop participants, "We suffered 
the indignity of arrest and the de- 
humanizing trauma of jail." 


The effect was chilling, says 


Foundation News. It also spurred 
action. Out of the workshop was 
born the Lakeville Conference, lo- 
cated in Westport, Conn., with the 
goal of educating the public and 
the legislature on shortcomings in 
law enforcement and the prison 
system. 


No doubt this was a worthwhile 


result of the workshop. But one 
wonders about that "raid." 


It implies that people in this 


country can be arrested and jailed 
at any time for no reason at all. 
Some would object that at least a 
few of the inmates of our prisons 
are there because they did some- 
thing wrong, and that before they 
suffered the "indignity-of arrest" 
somebody else had to undergo the 
"dehumanizing trauma" of being 
bopped over the head and rolled or 
shot or something. 


A similar experiment would be 


for a person to.go down to a ghetto 
to live to see what it's like to be 
poor. He might learn something 
about poverty,, but he would know 
that he really wasn't poor/and that 
he could always leave. 


The point is that we need to re- 


form our treatment of criminals. 
But more importantly, we need to 
do „ something about what makes 
them commit .criminal acts in 
the first place. 


County Line 


Traffic Court Favors Chicagoans

The suit filed this week by the city 


clerk of Berwyn brings to light just an- 
other example of how county govern- 
mental agencies, which are supposed to 
serve all the people of the county equal- 
ly, actually are set up to favor Chicago 
residents. 


The clerk, Robert Pechous, has brought 


the suit In federal court against Mayor 
Richard Daley, Chief Judge John Boyle, 
Circuit Court Clerk Matthew Danaher 
and their employes. 


He claims people who live outside the 


City of Chicago, but still within Cook 
County, are getting a bum deal from the 
county circuit court on traffic tickets. 


And he's right. 
• • 


Pechous claims motorists who receive 


traffic tickets In the suburbs have to pay 
court costs when they prepay the tickets, 
while those costs are not assessed when 


Chicago motorists prepay. 


A quick check of suburban districts of 


the circuit court and with Danaher's of- 
fice confirmed Pechous's allegations. 


Clerks from several of the six munici- 


pal districts which serve suburban Cook 
County have stated court costs are as- 
sessed no matter when the ticket is paid. 
A motorist ticketed by a suburban police 
agency must pay court costs, usually $5, 
if they prepay, if they plead guilty at 
their court appearance or if they plead 
innocent but are found guilty. 


That is not the case for those who re- 


ceive traffic tickets within the City of 
Chicago. 


According to a deputy clerk in the 


Traffic Violations Bureau In the First 
Municipal District (Chicago) the court 
costs can be avoided if the ticket is paid 
five days prior to the scheduled court 
date. 


What all this means, of course, is that 


motorists ticketed outside the City of Chi- 


cago are paying a greater burden of the 
cost of operating the circuit court — a 
court which Is supposed to serve every- 
one equally. 


But if Mr. Pechous wants a real educa- 


tion in how the circuit court dis- 
criminates against suburban motorists, 
ho should take the time to sit through a

In most suburban districts traffic court 


is operated along the lines so familiar to 
us all — "guilty until proven innocent" 


And, as most motorists know, you have 


a high old time trying to convince the 
judge you're innocent. 


In most suburban traffic courtrooms, 


driver after driver goes away with $15 
less than he came hi with and a black 
mark on his license. Three of those and 
he's through driving for a year. 


The last time I sat throulh traffic court 


In Chicago I watched more than 50 driv- 
ers go free after the judge said, "I'll give 
you the benefit of the doubt." While he 
was letting those 50 walk out with all 
Iheir money and a clean license, he 
found no one guiltyl Not one single per- 
son paid any fine, much less being as- 
sessed court costs. 


I thought mayby that was a fluke. 


Maybe it was just that ju3ge. Or maybe 
it was just that judge on a good day. 


So I asked Judge Ray Berg about it. 


Judge Berg, chief judge of the Chicago 
Traffic Court, said It was no accident He 
said he directed his judges to work it 
that way because he doesn't feel the 
courts should be viewed as a revenue 
producer. Berg said he feels drivers go 
^away from the court with a better view 
of the judicial process if they see they are 
not automatically presumed to be guilty. 


That's all well and good — If you hap- 


ptn to live in Chicago. 


Under that system Chicago drivers 


don't have to worry too much about get- 
ting tickets. They come away with a 
good feeling about how the courts really 
have the citizens' best interests at heart, 
how the courts are fair and with the 15 
bucks still in their wallets. At worst, it 
costs them a little time and perhaps half 
an hour watching a movie. 


They don't even have movies in the 


suburban districts, so if you ever think 


< you're going to get off that easy, forget 
it. 


So while the Chicago driver walks out 


without a fine and with the confidence he 
is given a fair shake in court, the subur- 
ban motorist continues under the system 
of guilty until proven innocent. 


And on top of the fine, he pays a few 


bucks more in court costs so the circuit 
court can continue to function. 


-~ Obviously, some of those dollars go 


over to operate- the Chicago Traffic 
Court, where few people are even paying 
fines.

"They form a business on their own," 


Ruskln said, "or they have contact with 
a business in financial distress, in need 
of money. They'll either purchase the 
business or advance sums of money and 
get an equity." Before the legitimate 
businessman knows it, Ruskln said, the 
mob is in control. 


The over-all penetration of organized 


crime Into legitimate business Is not 
known, Ruskin said. Nor could he esti- 
mate how much money organized crime 
pulls out of legitimate business each 
year.

Ford said It also has Instructed dealers 


to Inspect the steering mechanisms of all 
early-production 1973 intermediate, stan- 
dard-sized and luxury cars and light 
trucks and 1972 vehicles in stock before 
delivering them to customers. 


A total of five malfunctions have been 


discovered on late 1972 and early 1973 
model cars, none involving accidents or 
injuries, Ford said. The cause was 
traced to an omitted steering gear manu- 
facturing operation.

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) — Engines in 


most Ford products for 1973 meet federal 
clean air criteria and the mammoth' car- 
maker soon will be able to -start selling 
next year's models, according to William 
D. Ruckelshaus, head of the U.S. Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency. 


However, Ruckelshaus said this week, 


the Justice Department should'prosecute 
whoever at Ford tried to circumvent 
EPA standards that auto makers must 
meet before they can market their cars. 


R u c k e l s h a u s said Ford officials, 


learned last spring that someone In the 
company's engine and foundry division 
tampered with Ford's test automobiles

"so they could meet EPA regulations." 


"These are cars automakers are sup- 


posed to treat just like the consumer 
would to see h* they meet EPA emmis- 
standards," Ruckelshaus said. 


"WHEN FORD officials found some 


900 unauthorized maintenance proce- 
dures, such as changing spark plugs, had 
been performed on their test cars, they 
came to us with the information," Ruck- 
elshaus said. 


The EPA promptly ordered Ford to be- 


gin testing its 1973 cars all over again. 


Ford in the meantime was allowed to 


make and ship cars to dealers so assem- 
bly lines wouldn't sit idle. But the EPA 
said no Ford product could go off show- 


room floors until the new batch of test 
cars met EPA clean air guidelines. 


Ruckelshaus said most Ford engines 


have met EPA requirements. "There 
have been some problems with some of 
them," he said, "but so far we haven't 
rejected any Ford engines." 


BUT DESPITE this development and 


Ford's voluntary move to comply with 
EPA rules, Ruckelshaus still says some- 
one at Ford should pay for toying with 
the test cars. 


"I applaud those at Ford who turned 


this information over to us," Ruck- 
elshaus said, "but the fact is some em- 
ployes there were directly violating clear 
EPA rules, and I consider that very 
serious." 


Ruckelshaus said his agency has 


turned its case against Ford over to the 
Justice Department which, be said, can 
sue either individual workers or the cor- 
poration on civil or criminal grounds. . 


Ruckelsahus also said the EPA is pow- 


erless to'stop construction of the Alaskan 
pipeline even though it has issued an en- 
vironmental impact statement outlining 
potential risks, such as oil spillage if the 
pipeline bursts. 


"All we can do," Ruckelshaus said, "is 


look on actual violations of EPA regu- 
lations. If there are none, then we'can 
only make recommendations and point 
out possible dangers. The Interior De- 
partment then .weighs our view along 
with all others." 


It's 7-To-l You'll Get Gypped On TV Repair Job

What are the odds on your getting an 


honest repair job when your TV set 
needs fixing? 


Poor Indeed, if one controlled test Is 


any indication. It turned up odds of 7 to 1 
that you'll get gypped. 


Investigators for New York City's De- 


partment of Consumer Affairs rigged 
eight TV sets'for the teat.'Each was cer- 
tified by an Independent testing lab to be 
in good working order, except for one 
bad tube. The lab, which afterward ex- 
amined the sets, also sprayed all com- 
ponent parts with an invisible substance 
sensitive to ultraviolet light. 


The spray would tell Investigators, sub- 


sequently, whether any part had been re- 
moved or replaced. 


EIGHT INVESTIGATORS then called 


eight Independent TV repair shops, ask- 
ing that their sets be serviced in their 
homes. According to the testing lab, a 
reasonable cost for repairing the bad 
tube (worth 14.95) would have been $15 
to $20, Including the house call, parts and 
labor. Here's the box score on the repair 
bills: 


• A single shop, an RCA service cen- 


ter, was the only one to do the work in 
the investigator's home, and the only one 
to make no unnecessary repairs. The 
charge was $22. 


• The other seven servicemen insisted 


that the sets had to be taken Into their 
shops. They later claimed to have made 
at least one other repair in addition to 
replacing the tube. Most of the claimed 
repairs were not actually made, A ma- 
jority charged $40 or more; bills ranged 
from $29.50 to $52.45. 


• Shop B "took out a resistor in per- 


fect condition and replaced it with a re- 
sistor of the wrong type. This could have 
caused shock or fire when the set was 
turned on." 


• Shop F replaced the bad tube with 


another tube of the wrong type (which 
didn't work), and billed the investigator 
$32.50 for another repair, which wasn't 
made. 


• Shop D listed on its bill, ah addition 


to the tube, five repairs which were not 
made. The charge $52.45. 


WHAT HAPPENED in this New York 


City test can't be. translated, into equiva- 
lent skuldruggery in other cities, but 
we'll guess that most consumers harbor 
a suspicion that Commissioner Bess 
Myerson of the Department of Consumer 
Affairs was speaking for all of us when 
she said: "Consumers with broken appli- 
ances find themselves at the mercy of 
unscrupulous operators who charge them 
for unnecessary repairs." 


How can you protect yourself against 


padded bills and overcharges?

original warranty expires. But questions 
have been raised as to whether some of 
these, at- the prices charged, may be 
poor bargains. 


The most effective protection so far de- 


vised is constant surveillance of the re- 
pair industry, by local consumer protec- 
tion agencies, through periodic checking 
for fraud as in New York City. 


There the seven overactive shops have 


been cited for violations of the city's con- 
sumer protection law, and face fines up 
to $500 each if convicted. The knowledge 
that crime against the consumer doesn't 
pay seems to be the best way of keeping 
everybody honest.

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Homes Tumble Into Lake Michigan 


by CAROLE EBERLY 


SOUTH HAVEN, Mich. (UPI) - A foot 


of land here and there might not seem 
too important. When your house is on top 
at can take on new dimensions. 


"We've lost about 15 feet the past 


couple of years," said William Atkins, 
owner of a rambling, ranch-type home 
outside of South Haven, "and it's tough 
to see something you really love and 
have worked for taken from you through 
no fault of your own." 


Atkins' expansive lawn used to dope 


down to the Lake Michigan beach. It has 
been eaten away by water and wind ero- 
sion. The lawn now stops at the edge of a 
perilous cliff. 


Atkins Is only one of hundreds of per- 


sons experiencing the same thing along 
Michigan's Great Lakes shoreline. 


Of the 2,270 miles of shoreline, 1,300 


are classified as crodablo by the Mich- 
igan Water Resources Commission. More 
than SS miles of the coast has suffered 
major damage, including loss of homes, 
property and trees. 


WILLIAM WALSH of the state Water 


Development Services Division »ays at 
least half • dozen homes have fallen Into 
Lake Michigan from Benton Harbor to 
Muskcgon In the past two years. 


Earlier this summer, Mr. and Mrs. 


Harold Repke of Forest Park, 111., or- 
dered the burning of their large Tu- 
dor-style summer home and barn rather 
than have it fall Into Lake Michigan near 
South Haven. When the home was built 
In the late IflOO's at least 100 feet of lake 
front land separated It from the lake. 


But the, Rcpkcs were lucky. In some of 


the worst spots along the coast, more 
than 100 feet of land has eroded away 
since 1950. 


The commission estimates It would 


cost more than $100 million just to pro- 
tect the major damage areas. It said an- 
nual maintenance costs could greatly ex- 
ceed the flOO million. 


The damage has Increased In the past 


few years because of extremely high wa- 
ter levels In the lakes. 


"Wo had been able to protect against 


wind erosion fairly well by planting vcgo- > 
tatlon along the slope," said Atkins. 
"This gave the sand something to hold 
onto. But the high water Is something 
else. We just can't fight It." 


In 1WH the Lake Michigan elevation 


was 574 feet. This year it Is over 581 feet. 


Statutes were enacted to permit local 


financing of protective works and local 
zoning to prevent further damage. How- 
ever, lake levels fell and with them the 
Impetus to use the now legislation. Con- 
sequently, thousands of expensive homes 
and cottages were built In the ensuing 
years without regard to the return of 
high water. These are the homes which 
arc threatened today.

8,600-foot sea wall to prevent further ero- 
sion of a 100-foot bluff along the scenic 
Red Arrow highway. Before the (2.3 mil- 
lion project was completed this year, 
residents along the highway became so 
alarmed they dumped hundreds of old 
cars over the cliff In an effort to prevent 
erosion. All the cars did was blight the 
area; the waves were strong enough to 
do their damage in spite of the junked 
autos. 


Some residents have discussed the idea 


of building sea walls, with local munici- 
palities helping out with special assess- 
ments. 


However, such walls are extremely ex- 


pensive — anywhere from $100-a-foot up 
— and require everyone In an area to be 
protected. A homeowner cannot protect 
100 feet of his property and not cause the 
erosion process to accelerate on his neigh- 
bor's property. 
,. 


The problem is not limited to the west- 


ern part of the state. 


AT A HEARING last winter, Robert H. 


Marsh of the Lake Huron Property Own- 
ers Association said persons along the 
shoreline need to be able to steep at 
night during a storm "and not be fearful 


that-our homes will be washed away as 
so many have. 
'' 


The Water Resources Commission is 


requiring municipalities in critical ero- 
sion areas to come up with zoning re- 
strictions to keep homes and businesses 
from building within a reasonable num- 
ber of feet from the shoreline. 


The idea<{s to keep the structures far 


enough away that there would be no im- 
mediate threat to them in the future. 


But for the homeowners already look- 


ing over the brink of the Great Lakes 
from their front windows there appears 
to be little relief.

Tips On Evergreen Care 


In her book "The Country Garden," 


author Josephine Nucsc has 
artfully 


fused her fluid writing ability with help- 
ful gardening advice. 


For easy reference, the book Is divided 


Into th« months of the year. Her chapter 
on September Includes useful Information 
about the planting of evergreens: 


"Directions 
for planting evergreens 


are Included In almost every garden 
book and encyclopedia, but there is one 
trick I learned from an expert which I 
have seldom seen In print: 


"After you have settled the root-ball 


Into Its bedding, fill In the earth and 
tramp It down firmly, take the handle of 
a shovel — or a broomstick, any straight 
hnndlo-nnd poke deep holes all around 
the perimeter of the rootball, the more 
(he better. Then and not until then, do 
the watering. Thli poking Is to close up 
some of the countless air pockets which 
always exist In any deep-planting oper- 
ation, also to allow deeper penetration of 
the water. You will usually sec air bub- 
bling up through these holes. Continue 
watering until no more bubbles up, until 
the whole (iron is saturated and the holes 
begin to cave in by themselves. Then ap- 
ply the final covering of earth, plus a 
light mulch of compost, and do not 
tramp down this. The soil will settle nat- 
urally, allowing the proper amount of 
ventilation; if you tramp wet earth you 
compact it so that no air at all can pene- 
trate. This same procedure, the poling of 
deep holes before watering, should be 
employed In any deep-planting operation 
whether trees, shrubs or major per- 
ennials but is especially Important with 
evergreens as their roots arc more sensi- 
tive to air pockets. 


". . . not always included In planting 


directions Is the after care of evergreens. 
The tops should be hose-sprayed dally for 
at least a week If there is sun or wind, 
after that every few days. Or, if the ev- 
ergreen ls> small, spray and cover Imme- 
diately with a large peach basket, allow- 
ing plenty of room for ventilation; or if 
too large for a peach basket shade with 
burlap draped over sticks. The idea Is to 
prevent all possible strain on the roots, 
caused by evaporation and the withdraw- 
al of moisture from leaves or needles, 
until the roots themselves arc able to tap 


their own moisture. 


"There Is still another Important mat- 


ter often omitted in garden books. Many 
evergreens, especially 
the 
flowering 


brondleafed ones such as azaleas, rhodo- 
dendrons, mountain laurel and the like, 
arc allergic to lime in any form and so 
should not be planted close to a newly- 
made foundation because of lime seep- 
ago from some. 


"Also be cautious about buying ever- 


greens. 
"... cheap evergreens have tiny root- 


balls which, more often than not, have 


been allowed to dry out thus signing the 
death warrant of the plant, for ever- 
greens cannot go long without root mois- 
ture though the tops are slow to show 
this creeping death. The root-balls of a 
well-grown, well-dug, and well-packed 
evergreen should be almost as large as 
its top growth, should be firm and moist 
to the touch, the whole thing heavy and 
solid when you try to lift It. If It is sur- 
prisingly light, or the'soil shifts, don't 
buy It."

Keep Houseplants Fresh And Alive 


Both flowering and foliage plants can 


make an Important decorative difference 
in the home. To keep plants looking fresh 
and alive, here arc some easy care tips. 


— S e l e c t plants according to the 


amount of light which will be supplied. 
In general, foliage plants need less light 
than flowering varieties. 


—Don't keep plants near heating ducts, 


exhaust fans, or doorways to the outside. 
Extremes of hot and cold are bad for 
plants. 


—Do keep plants In rooms with moder- 


ate temperatures. A 75 degree tempera- 
ture is best for daytime, 65 degrees for 
night. 


—Don't guess about watering. Water 


only when soil feels dry to the touch. 
Then water thoroughly. 


—Keep all plants In porous cloy pots. 


They safeguard7 against overwaterlng 
and overheating of roots. 


—Use water at room temperatures. 
—Don't overdo on fertilizers. Once a 


month add a water soluble fertilizer fol- 
lowing package directions for correct 
proportions. 


—Give plants a turn about once a 


week. Turning encourages symmetrical 
development. 


—Do make arrangements about vaca- 


tion care for house plants. Water plants 
thoroughly before you go, encase small 
ones in plastic bags. Best of all, have a 


friend look In on them and give them any 
care they need. 


—Keep plants potted in clay containers 


even when using a decorative outer con- 
tainer. Line the space between the inner 
clay pot and the outer container with 
sphagnum or peat moss and keep it 
moist. This is called "double-potting." 


—Keep leaves of plants dust free. Wipe 


Winterize Now 


After growth stops, cut lawn so grass 


blades don't "flop-over" all winter. 
Shorter-cut grass will hold Its green long- 
er, and will green up earlier in the 
spring. 


When leaves mat and freeze, they 


smother grass and cause bare spots in 
next spring's lawn. 


Feed the lawn in early fall, preferably, 


or definitely give it a later fall feeding. 


Store garden equipment properly. A 


few minutes' cleaning and oiling your 
mower, spreader,'and sprinklers will pay 
off handsomely. They will deteriorate 
less, and come next spring you'll be 
ready with little or no major prepara- 
tion. Also drain your hoses thoroughly to 
avoid winter freeze damage.

Start giving thought to house plants 


that will give your home a cheerful look 
thru the long winter months. Gardening

Weed Lawns Now 


Late summer or early fall is an even 


better time for clearing out lawn weeds 
than in the spring. Some weeks that look- 
ed unsightly in spring have by now been 
crowded out or destroyed by repeated 
mowing. Those that are left are the real 
spoilers. They're still growing actively, 
but not quite as vigorously as in May. 
And, being mostly perennials, if you 
don't get them now they'll be there next 
year and even more of a nuisance.

t/se Compost For Garden 


INDOOR GARDENING can provide year-round pleasure 
for the amattur or accomplished gardener with limited 
effort. Moit Indoor planti -appreciate IS to 16 hourt of 


light per day — natural or artlfucial — according to the 
American Association of Nurserymen, but most should 
have a period of darkness each day as well. 


Houseplants Growing In Popularity 


With more and more Americans living 


In apartments, townhouses or homes 
with postage stamp-size yards, indoor 
gardening is gaining popularity at an 
amazing rate. 


During the course of the 23,000 times 


we each Inhale and exhale In a single 
day, we take in 35 pounds of oxygen, ac- 
cording to the nurserymen's booklet, and 
we get It all from green plants on land 
and vegetation In the sea. In the process 
of manufacturing oxygen (the process Is 
called photosynthesis), the green, grow- 
ing plant materials and vegetation also 
absorb huge quantities o( carbon dioxide 
from the air. We are totally dependent 
on this prorcess for our very lives. 


In addition to the atmospheric and es- 


thetic contributions It offers, indoor gar- 
dening can provide year-round pleasure 
for the amateur gardener with a limited 
amount of effort. A few pointers con con- 
tribute to he success of the venture. 


Most house plants thrive best in a fib- 


rous, porous potting medium. The grower 
can mix his own medium of sand, peat, 
loam or manure; however, It is cleaner, 
easier and safer to buy the packaged 
house plant potting mixtures available In 


nursery garden centers. 


Growing Indoor plants can be fed every 


two weeks with a water-soluble fertilizer 
applied according to package directions. 


Plants growing indoors will appreciate 


o considerable amount of light, in most 
cases 15 to 16 hours — natural or arti- 
ficial — in each 24 hours. The amount of 
light required may vary with different 
trees or plants,' but the nursery garden 
center can provide specific information 
for the different varieties. - 


Most trees and plants need a period of 


darkness each day, as well, since they 
deteriorate quickly if lights are left on 
around the clock. The serious Indoor gar- 
dener will appreciate having a time con- 
trol switch which turns the lights over 
the trees and plants on and off at set 
times. Without this, the grower who must 
be away for a day or so should leave the 
lights off altogether, rather than on for a 
full 24 hours. 


In addition to proper lighting, house 


trees and plants should be provided with 
favorable levels of humidity and tem- 
perature. For most plants, night tem- 
peratures of about 62 degrees and a day 
temperature perhaps 10 degrees higher 


are recommended, along with a relative 
humidity of about SO per cent. 


Along with those daily technical sug- 


gestions, the'American Association of 
Nurserymen has one more tip — perhaps 
the most important of all for the average 
amateur indoor gardener. Relax and en- 
joy your plants. Chances are they'll 
thrive well with the simplest care — 
•some-water when they're thirsty and the 
light that's available in the room. Bring- 
ing the outdoors indoors with inside 
plantings is one of the least expensive 
investments available in beauty, pleas- 
ure and healthier atmosphere. 


Any family can greatly reduce its 


weekly refuse volume and, at the same 
time, increase the healthy growth of 
plants, flowers or vegetables in the gar- 
den by developing a compost pile. In its 
popular and widely-quoted booklet, "It 
Depends On You," the American Associ-. 
atlon of Nurserymen points out a number 
of the environmental advantages gained 
when vegetable matter refuse is recycled 
for use in this way. 
• 
•' 


Starting and maintaining a compost 


pile is not at all complicated or difficult, 
the nurserymen say, particularly 'when 
an individual recognizes the great re- 
wards in store for the small amount of 
effort involved. They offer these simple 
tips on the preparation of a compost pile. 


The first step is to put together some 


sort of bottomless bin of boards or chick- 
en wire in which the material for the 
compost pile will be collected. The size 
of the bin will depend on the size of the 
garden, and an average dimension is 
about six feet by six feet. 


Any kind of vegetable refuse can go 


into the compost pile: gross clippings, 
fallen leaves, fruit and vegetable peels 
and scraps, tea leaves and coffee 
grounds, even a small amount of well- 
s o a k e d newspapers. Plant material 
which is'diseased should, of course, not 
be used. 


The layers of refuse should be 6 to 8 


Inches thick. Each of those layers should 
be covered by a one layer of good garden 
soil... or there are commercial activa- 
tors on the market containing bacteria to

encourage the decomposition. It is also 
possible to use unprocessed animal or 
bird manure sprinkled in a thickness of 
about one inch on top of each layer of 
compacted compost material, if the gar- 
den soil is known to be acid, ground li- 
mestone should be sprinkled on each lay- 
er of compost material at about the rate 
of 4 ounces per square yard. 


Continue to add vegetable waste as it 


becomes available each day, adding the 
soil or activator when the 6 to 8- inch 
levels art attained, until the pile reaches 
the height you wish. Most gardeners pre- 
fer a height of 5 or 6 feet At that point, 
add a 8 inch layer of soil on the top. 
, ,In a compost pile prepared in this 
manner, heat generated by the materials 
causes the breakdown of proteins and 
^carbohydrates to result In the formation 
of a dark brown humus material. The 
process usually takes minimum of six 


months, and turning or mixing the mate- 
rial tends to speed up the action. The pile 
should be kept moist, and sprinkling is 
recommended during dry spells. Some 
gardeners keep the top of the pile con- 
cave, to collect rainfalLWhen the com- 
post is ready to use it will be perfectly 
sweet-smelling, show no traces of the 
original materials, and may be kept for 
two or more years. 


Rather than adding to the community's 


burden of waste disposal, household re- 
fuse processed in a compost pile be- 
comes a valuable fertilizer and soQ con- 
ditioner. It should be applied hi the gar- 
den at the rate of at least a large pailful 
to the square yard each year. Mix the 
compost thoroughly with the topsoil to a 
depth of 6 to 10 inches, or apply it as a 
mulch on the surface of the ground. 


Complete information on the subject is 


available at any nursery garden center. 


Trees, Plantings Beautify 
Business, Shopping Areas 


Communities across the nation are 


awakening to the fact that business and 
shopping areas can be revitalized or im- 
proved to make them attractive and ap- 
pealing places for people to live, work 
and shop. Vast improvements, both phys- 
ical and psychological, can be made by 
adding flowering trees and shrubs and 
other green, growing plant materials in 
shopping areas and along avenues. 


Trees and other1 plant life can provide 


beauty and a more tranquil setting for 
shoppers. Because plants produce oxygen 
and also remove many noxious gases 
from smog, they reduce the level of pol- 
lution in the air and can add freshness to 
an otherwise dirty city. Trees provide a 
cooling effect in the hot summer months, 
not only through the shade their leaves 
provide, but also because their evapora- 
tion process makes them highly efficient 
"air conditioners." 


Properly planted trees, shrubs, hedges 


and other plants serve as barriers 
against traffic sounds, thereby reducing 
the noise level in busy downtown areas. 
The plant parts break up sound waves, 
change their direction and reduce their 


intensity. Properly planted along ave- 
nues, they can reduce noise levels by as 
much as 60 per cent. 


The dirt and dust-catching ability of 


plants make them ideal for helping to 
keep cities and downtown areas clean 
and fresh. Also, because trees and plants 
act to break the force of wind and rain, 
they serve as protective barriers against 
foul weather. 


In contrast to the ordinary bleak and 


stark angular forms of the asphalt 
jungle, green trees, plants, shrubs, and 
grass lend a restful and peaceful quality 
to a downtown area. They help screen 
out ugly visual forms and provide a 
touch of beauty. 


Lining shopping areas, thoroughfares 


and industrial areas with rich, green 
growing plants, trees and shrubs is more 
than just good civic pride — it's also 
very good business. People are naturally 
attracted more to a well-landscaped set- 
ting and they are apt to shop more there 
because they feel comfortable.

How Does Your Lawn Stack Up? 


How did your lawn stack up In your 


neighborhood this Summer? Was it the 
bcst'looklng — a green carpet from 
Spring to Fall ? Or was the grass green- 
er on the other side of the fence? 


If you were Icss-thnn-statisfied with 


your lawn, now is the time to do some- 
thing about it. Fall is the ideal time to 
rcsced parts of established lawns, to es- 
tablish new lawns — and to fertilize both.

Fertilize Now 


"Cool season" lawngrosscs, like bent* 


gravi, blucgrass, fescue and perennial 
rycgrass branch or tiller abundantly if 
fertilized In autumn. At no other time of 
year docs feeding so strengthen the grass 
while not benefiting weeds. 


Interestingly, generous fertilization in 


autumn docs not cause the- grass to grow 
Inordinately. Top lawngrasscs respond to 
the change in season with shorter leaf 
blades and squatter growth. So fertiliza- 
tion adds little to the mowing burden. 


Lawn fertilizers should be relatively 


abundant in nitrogen compared to phos- 
phorous and potassium, aay about a 3-1-1 
ratio. Nitrogen Is the main nutrient 
needed for growth and color. A goodly 
portion of the nitrogen should be slowly 
released. This is usually derived from 
urcaform After the weather cools even 
the soluble fractions tend to fix In the 
soil.

The time to plant tulips is now, from 


September to December. There are two 
methods of planting, and the one you 
choose will depend on the type of group 
or individual plantings you wish to grow. 


If you plant in group or mass, remove 


soil from planting area to the depth rec- 
ommended for .your particular tulip vari- 
ety. Loosen the soil three or four inches 
and cover the botton with one-half 
Inch sand. Place bulbs in desired group- 


Ings, but never more than six inches 
apart to attain proper effect. Add some 
peat moss to the loosened surface for 
mulch*. Water the entire area thoroughly. 


If you want Just a few flowers to ac- 


cent your garden, dig individual holes for 
each tulip bulb. Use a bulb setter, spade 
or garden trowel to achieve the proper 
depth, add sand and bone meal, and then 
plant and cover bulb. Prepare all holes 
first. Cover the bulbs after grouping.

Mid-Suburban Launches Grid Play 


THIS IS GOING to be o brief lesson in 


newspaper design. 


What you're looking at as your eyes 


scon the Herald pages Is an example ot ' 
the optimum format. 


This format uses body type In measure 


at or near the optimum line length, that 
length which is easiest to read, at higher 
speed, with lower fatigue and with max- 
imum comprehension. 


You see six wider columns of news 


rather than the eight smaller columns in 
many newspapers. You also don't see* 
rules between columns. It's all designed 
for easier reading and a more attractive 
appearance. 


ThU op format Is not new to the Her- 


alds but Is becoming accepted across the 
country a* the most popular new look In 
newspaper design. 


Fine. I like It. I hone most of the read- 


m like II. The pages do look neater, less 
cluttered, more attractive and easier to 
read. 


I really should qualify that. I like it 


most of the time. I don't like it Sundays. 
In fact, you might say I despise the op 
format on Sundays. 


Sunday is the day I set up the Monday 


sports section and that's when the op for- 
mat becomes a nightmare. It's times like 
last Sunday, for example, when a guy 
longs for the good old days of the eight- 
column format and fewer area schools. 


There were 12 area football games last 


weekend. Eight area teams won those 
games. No matter how hard you try you 
can usually get only three games on the 
front sports page. When there were eight 
columns, you obviously could give more 
schools front page play with about 40 
more Inches of space. 


And, remember, this one sports section 


serves ALL the area towns and Is re- 
plated ONLY in DCS Plalnes. 


That'll what most people don't under- 


stand. I can appreciate this confusion be- 
cause they see their local front pages 
and wonder why the sports section Isn't 
strictly local too. There are many rea- 
sons, mechanical and otherwise, why this 
Is Impossible. Just check some of those 
boundaries and see how many towns cer- 
tain schools draw from. 


On Sunday you try to sort out this 


mess and put some organization into the 
Monday sports section. 


And it really was a mess lost Sunday. 
Where do you start when you have 12 


games? Who makes the front page? 


First, you look for the games with the 


most area Interest, or the most actual 
significance. 


I checked the schedule last weekend 


and picked (1) Rolling Meadows over 
Maine North because of the significance 
of the Mustangs' first varsity football 
victory In history and (2) St'VUtor ever 
Hersey because of the obvious area inter- 
est 


That settled two-thirds of the problem 


for Monday's front sports. What next? 


Harper Jr. College, a school ready for 


a major breakthrough into prominence In 
all sports, scored an impressive one- 
sided victory Saturday over highly-re- 
garded College of DuPage. Harper is the 
only college In our area and as such de- 
serves special attention when it registers 


significant victories. This was one of 
those cases. 


With the front page finished it was 


time to turn to the inside and, yes, there 
has to be consideration given to WHAT Is 
placed WHERE even on these pages. We 
work In a very sensitive suburban area 
and people look for the strangest things 
to complain about. 


Page 2 for Monday was no problem 


because that was a picture page of three 
games from Friday night, games that 
were selected to be photographed be- 
cause of area-wide appeal. 
. 


There was room for two stories on 


page 3. By process of elimination, it was 
decided that Elk Grove's victory over 
Addison Trail merited special attention 
because the Grenadiers are the defend- 
ing Mid-Suburban champs. 


The next two games selected were Ar- 


lington's win over Maine West end For- 
est View's tie with Maine East. All four 
arc Herald area schools so the choices 
were obvious. 


F r e m d , Prospect, Wheeling and 


Schaumburg also posted opening day vic- 
tories. Although their performances cer- 
tainly warranted front page play, the sto- 
ries had to be placed elsewhere because 
the games were with schools outside the 
immediate area. 


Palatine and Conant dropped their non- 


league debuts. 


This is the kind of game that's played 


In this office every Sunday morning. 


You sit here and look at all the game 


stories and ask yourself the same ques- 
tions every week: 


What were the important games? 
What would interest the most readers? 
You try to be fair to every school in- 


volved but know that somebody is going 
to be offended by not having their foot- 
ball team on the front sports page, or in 
a prominent position. 


This is a fact of life in the newspaper 


business, particularly in this area where 
so many schools are packed so close to- 
gether. 


When the paper finally hit the streets 


Monday morning, the staff sat back in 
the office and waited for the barrage of 
colls from irate football fans who didn't 
like the coverage their school received. 


It was quiet at first, abnormally quiet 


for a Monday. Maybe people were too 
concerned with the floods to pick op the 
phone. Maybe It was because the papers 
were delivered late when a power short- 
age hit the Herald. 


Then the phone rang. You Just knew 


this was it, the first real gripe of the new 
school year. 


"I've got a complaint," the gal started 


out. They usually start out that way. She 
did sound angry. 


A typical Monday response. Some foot- 


ball fan obviously thought their school 
was getting slighted In our.coverage. I 
was ready. It probably would have been 
disappointing not to get a gripe on the 
first big day of our fall football coverage. 
After all, 40,000 people watched area 
games over the weekend. • 


"Yes, I've got a complaint," she re- 


peated. "You've got lousy coverage of 
cross country!"

"He's a good one no doubt I was real 


happy with his play both ways in fact 
He and (Jeff) Schroeder keyed our of- 
fense and he and (Don) Weadley teamed 
up on defense to provide more than a 
couple game-saving ploys."

If you want to sound knowledgeable, 


call It "keen." That's the ancient plural 
of "tree" and is synonymous with wood- 
en ware. In rural areas, well along Into 
the 20th century, wooden utensils were 
dc rigucur in the kitchen. (The above 
butter bowl, press and worker were used 
by my mother-in-law all her married 
life.) The bowl nas machine made as Its 
saw marks arc visible on the outside, but 
the butter worker, or paddle, was carved 
by her father. The butter press or mold 
!im a design of a sheaf of wheat. 


So the above arc what we might call 


"new antiques," but many older wooden 
items are being avidly collected by those 
wanting to achieve a primitive or Early 
American kitchen decor. When whittling 
was in vogue, many home necessities 
were made by hand and knife: spools 
(thread was purchased In paper enve- 
lopes and was wound on whittled spools 
at home), toys, bowls, spoons, parts for 
spinning wheels and even wooden nails 
(called (runnels.) 


UOODKN WATER pipes were still 


being made Into In the 19th century and 
one can still sec an occasional wooden 
water pump. Wooden bathtubs were put 
In place by carpenters and lined with 
sheet metal. We once lived In a big home 
In the country, then over a century old, 
and its cavernous bathroom held a wood- 
en bathtub with a bright copper lining, 
which had to be polished regularly. 


Handmade shutters are much in de- 


mand for decorating modern homes. 
Some really beautiful ones come from 
razed old mansions, made of cherry or 
walnut, with Interesting grain 


Many Items made of wood present a 


punlo to today's collector. For instance, 
patter paddles and wrenches, carved 


with decorative or amusing figures. The 
potter was used to smooth a feather bed 
and the wrench to tighten the ropes on a 
rope bed. 


If you should find a V-shaped device 


with a stand to hold It upright, you have 
a bootjack and I wish I had one to help 
me with my knee high boots in winter. 


CUANBEIUUKS were harvested in 


only a few areas of our country, but al- 
most anyone recognizes a cranberry 
scoop. These have been reproduced 
recently to be used as magazine racks. 
With cranberry scoops in the parlor, it Is 
not so surprising that we might find an 
ox bow over the mantle or smaller bows 
used for cattle, goats or even geese. 


Kitchen salt boxes arc popular (and 


expensive) as arc candle boxes, comb 
boxes and Bible boxes. Many of these, If 
of Pennsylvania Dutch origin, arc gaily 
painted or bear the family name. Wood- 
en brides' boxes were a Pennsylvania 
custom, probably brought from Europe. 
They were decorated in gay colors and 
were used to store clothing or linens. 


The Shakers were known for their 


simple and elementary carving of wood, 
for both furniture and accessories. Today 
the pure designs of the "Plain People" 
arc being copied by furniture makers 
and the old Shaker pieces are at a pre- 
mium. 


ASK YOUR family at dinner tonight if 


anyone knows what a trunncl Is, then tell 
them it is a wooden peg set in place hot 
and dry so it will swell with normal 
moisture in a home, also called a tree- 
nail. If they aren't amazed, snatch away 
their trenchers.

happening to rock today. He Is a stylistic 
genius, having created his own and stuck 
to It. A song from his last album In a 
brief few minutes summed up all of what 
Stewart is about "Maggio May" did not 
have the traditional verse structure; In- 
stead It rambled and told the tale he had 
to tell. 


"Never A Dull Moment" (Mercury 


SRM-144A), his most recent effort, Is a 
continuation of the "Maggie May" style.

Houlihan), Sally Kcltcrman has made It 
big Apparently she now thinks that 
means she can sing too. After hearing 
her first album, "Roll with the Fcclln' " 
(Dccca DL7-5359), I would have to say 
she cannot sing — at least not very well. 


Maybe she will Improve on subsequent 


tries but this first effort contains a lot of 
strange sounds from a very big-voiced 
woman. Sometimes, like in "Child of 
Mine" and the title song, these sounds 
prove interesting but for the most, I 
found myself turning down the volume 
continually. The music portion, arranged 
by Gene Pago, Is punctuated by pound- 
Ing horns and drums. 


ON THE OTHER hand, Vikki Carr can 


sing and she demonstrates this well In an 
all-Spanish collection called "En Espa- 
not" (Columbia KC-3U70). Among the 10 
songs are Spanish versions of "Love Sto- 
ry" and "It's Impossible." They range 
from ballads to belters too. Jack Gold's 
production and Bob Florence's arrange- 
ments and conducting are very suitable. 


Spanish is nothing new to Miss Carr 


who was born In California's Son Gabriel 
Valley with the name Florencla Bisenta 
DeCasillas Martinez Cardona. She very 
often does benefits to help thu migrant 
workers of that area and I am sure this 
album was intended as a tribute to them.

Looking for some very light fun? Then 


try the Partridge Family "At Home with 
Their Greatest Hits" (Bell 1107). You 
can once again enjoy songs like "I Think 
I Love You," "I Woke Up in Love This 
Morning," "Doesn't Somebody Want To 
Bo Wanted," "It's One of Those Nights" 
and "She'd Rather Have the Rain." 


THIS IS THE Partridge's fifth album 


and I can honestly say I never heard any 
of the first four. However after hearing 
songs played over and over again on my 
car radio I have come to at least enjoy 
hearing them in the background around 
the house too. So I v,as glad when this 
album was released. It has all the songs 
I am familiar with and very little dead- 
wood. 


The music Is just about standard bub- 


blegum, but then I used to chew too. Try

When Jim Morrison died, it could hove 


been cosily thought that his group, The 
Doors, would die too. But they did not 
and their second album after that trage- 
dy has been just released. It's called 
"Full Circle" (Elcktra EKS-75038). 


Before, the Doors sang songs full of 


Morrison's particularly dark visions. 
Without him, the old Doors are definitely 
gone; they can't hope to copy the post. 
So they have broadened the types of mu- 
sic they play and have turned to a much 
lighter approach.

Often tho new approach works, but oth- 


er times it falls. In truth, I don't think 
the Doors will ever be again what they 
once were with Morrison. But, this al- 
bum Is a good sign in that It shows that 
the group realizes they must change and 
that they arc working toward this end. 


Tho album is a good look at a group

'GodspelV Leaves Feeling Of Goodwill

A spiritual revival among youth to up- 


o«» religion and make It more mean- 
ingful to them has taken many forms. 


In .the arU, new religious Ideas have 


been popularly expressed by the rock op- 
«ra. "Jesus Christ Superstar." Now this 
revival is voiced anew In "Codspcll." a 
musical celebration loosely based on the 
Gospel According lo St. Matthew. 


The production just opened at Chi- 


cago'i Studebaker Theatre, and Ignoring 
IU slow beginning that succeeds only In 
confusing the audience more than any- 
thing else (the dialogue Is difficult at 
first to understand), "Godspell" sudden- 
ly and with great expertise blossoms Into 
a Jubilant love fest. It dotes on the posi- 
tive tide of God's teachings through a 
gentle but lovely musical score and 
amusing antics that sometimes border on 
slapstick. 


JOIIN.MICIIAEL Tcbclak. who con- 


cclvcd and directed "Godspell," refers to 
his offering as "free form theatrical 
work baaed on material taken from the 
New Testament. I would like to revitalize 
people's Interest in religion. I would want 
to bring more celebration Into religion." 


The message from the Bible Is the 


same but expressed In such modern day 
slang that one cannot help but be 


amused yet genuinely Impressed at the 
same time. 


The fanciful way in which some of the 


parables from St. Matthew are explained 
and enacted displays a skillful com- 
bination of Imagination and cleverness. 


What one takes away from "Godspell" 


Is a great amount of warmth and good- 
will. 


ONE OF THE most notable aspects of 


the entire production is the clown-like 
costumes and painted faces of the com- 
pany that produce a circus-like atmos- 
phere. 


Jesus is dressed in a Superman shirt 


and a pair of brightly striped pants with 
wide suspenders. His face mask includes 
a bright red nose. Quite appropriate real- 
ly, it Is just another means of expressing 
the festivity and joy that "Godspell" rep- 
resents. 


Dan Stone, who played the Jesus clown 


in New York, appears again in the most 
distinguished role. (There really is no 
lead.) And he makes an excellent Jesus 
for this particular production with a per- 
formance characterized by an effective 
mildness of manner and 
soft-spoken 


voice. 


Joe Mantcgna as Judas is also a favor- 


ite although there is not one member of 


the company of 10 who flags in his or her 
performance. 


WHILE THE musical score is not near- 


ly so enthralling as that of "Superstar," 
it is still good and easy to listen to. "Day 
by Day" is no doubt the most recognized 
number, now having been made Into a 
single hit. But there are other more pul- 
sating numbers such as "Bless The 
Lord" and "All for the Best" that in- 
cludes a bit of soft shoe dancing by Jesus 
and Judas. 


But I favor "Godspell." It Is easier to 


translate into today's living. There is 
more to take home.

Teachers Try To Fit Salary Bid To Budget 


Officials of the High School Dlst. 211 


Education Association are starting work 
on a proposal'for a'1972-73 salary con- 
tract that will fit within the budget pro- 
vided by tho board. 


At a negotiations meeting Wednesday 


night, School Board Prcs. Robert Creek 
told representatives of the teachers that 
tho district cannot afford their original 
salary proposal, which he said would 
cost $500,000 more than last year's con- 
tract. 


Instead, Creek said the board could af- 


ford approximately $115,000 for salary in- 
creases, tho amount it would cost if the 
base pay for beginning teachers was 
raised by $150, thus raising the rest of 
the scale.

Creek said the board docs not neces- 


sarily believe the base pay must be 
raised,'and asked the teachers to consid- 
er how they want the money available 
divided among tho teachers. 


"What we are saying is that if you

Carl Finks, chairman of the associ- 


atioji negotiation team, challenged 
Creek's contention that the district has 
no more money available for raises. He 
pointed out that the district has more 
than $400,000 in a working cash fund that 
can be loaned to the education fund to 
pay for teachers' salaries. 


The working cash fund is built up 


through a special tax levy and can be 
used to make interest free loans to the 
education and building funds. 


Creek explained that the district had 


about $600,000 in the working cash fund 
last year, but already has made plans to 


loan some of the money to the education 
fund to balance the budget without pro- 
viding for a raise in the teachers' pay 
scale. 


The additional $115,000 for raises also 


will come from the fund, he said, and the 
board is unwilling to use any more of 
that money. 


"We feel very strongly that school dis- 


tricts, like families and 
businesses, 


should have a reserve fund against some 
dreadful contingency," he said. "That is 
what the working cash fund is for." 


LEN FIOCCA, chief spokesman for the 


teachers bargaining team, said it would 
be difficult for association leaders to ex- 
plain to teachers that the board bos mon-' 
ey but will not use it. "The teachers are 
going to say there's money there, but 
they don't wont to spend it," he said. 


In other items considered at Wednes- 


day's meeting, the teachers heard that 
rates for the Blue Cross health and life 
insurance for the1 teachers will increase 
in cost by 44 per cent this year, but the 


district is prepared to pick up the extra 
cost. 


In addition, the association bargainers 


asked that the district also begin paying 
the entire premium for the family health 
insurance, as it does for the individual 
policy. Creek said a decision on that 
would have to be deferred until the total 
cost of salary increases is known. 


The two sides then agreed to form a 


committee to work on revising the insur- 
ance program for next year to see if 
more extensive coverage can be pro- 
vided for approximately the ssame pre- 
mium. Board member William Stenst- 
rom, who is in the insurance business, 
explained, "I don't think we now have 
the best coverage for the dollar." 


The two sides have been negotiating 


for more than six months. The 471 teach- 
ers in the district returned to work last 
month and are now being paid on the 
1971-72 salary schedule which provides 
for base pay of $8,300 and top pay of 
$17,638 after 16 years of experience. 


SB A Extends 
Relief For 
Flood Victims 


Victims of the area's most recent 


flooding have been added to the list of 
residents eligible for disaster relief funds 
from the Small Business Administration. 


The SBA yesterday amended its dis- 


aster declaration for the Aug. 25 flooding 
in the Chicago area to include persons 
victimized by the heavy rains of Sunday 
night and Monday. 


Residents of Cook, DuPage and Kane 


Counties were included in the new dec- 
laration from Robert A. Dwyer, the 
SBA's Midwest regional director. 


The declaration enables homeowners, 


tenants, business people, churches, pri- 
vate schools and various non-profit or- 
ganizations in the affected areas to quali- 
fy for SBA loans to restore or replace 
damaged property not covered by insur- 
ance. 


DWYER SAID the SBA is considering 


holding mass meetings in affected areas 
to tell citizens about the relief programs, 
as it did after the August flooding, when 
meetings were held in Arlington Heights, 
Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove Village and 
DCS Plaines. 


In the meantime, the SBA has person- 


nel stationed at three locations to field 
flood relief applications. They include the 
Addlson Village Hall, 130 W. Army Trail 
Rd.; the Lisle Village Hall, 4740 Main 
St.; and the Montgomery Village Hall, 
1300 S. Broadway. Phone numbers at the 
offices are: Addison, 543-6130; Lisle, WO 
8-1200; and Montgomery, 896-8080. 


Flood victims also may apply for relief 


at the SBA's regional office: Suite 437, 
219 S. Dearborn St., Chicago, telephone 
353-4521. 


For residential losses, affected persons 


may qualify for loans of up to $50,000 for 
real property, up to $10,000 for personal 
property, and up to $55,000 for a com- 
bination of real and personal property. 
Disaster business loans are limited to 
$500,000. 


All loans are long-term with an interest 


rate of 1 per cent. Additionally, under a 
new law, the SBA will suspend, or for- 
give, payments up to $5,000 in all dis- 
aster loans. 


Dwyer said the SBA will accept loan 


applications for processing without a 
contractor's estimate, but the burden of 
proof of loss remains on the borrower.

They Keep 'Em Rolling—50 A Night 


Trainmaster Lynwood Mack orders boxcar deliveries. 


Each weekday at 6 a m. five men at 


(he Chicago and North Western Ry. train 
yard in Elk Grove Village start moving 
boxcars around 17 miles of railroad track 
winding through Centex Industrial Park, 
the largest industrial park in the coun- 
try. 


During the day three crews, which re- 


port to work on staggered shifts, may 
make about IS to 20 trips around the two- 
square mile park spotting (delivering) 
and pulling (picking up) cars at local 
businesses. 


Elk Grove Village trainmaster Lyn- 


wood Mack has said that about 90 in- 
dustries in the park use railroads on a 
regular basis. 


"Many plants here use trains and 


trucks on a 50/50 basis," he said "Most 
trainloads coming in bring raw mate- 
rials, and finished products generally go 
out by truck." 


Mack guessed that some 18,000 cars 


arc pulled in and out of the industrial 
park every year. Some 50 cars arrive at 
the yard each night from the main Pro- 
viso marshaling yard seven miles south 
of Elk Grove Village, and every morning 
crews receive their switching orders tell- 
ing them where to spot the cars. 


ONE OF THE men who is at the 


switching yard is Charlio Quin, con- 
ductor for what trainmaster Mack says 


is "one of the most experienced crews 
around." Quin has been a railroad man 
for 16 years. 


Quin, along with hind brakeman Doug 


Anderson, head brakeman Pete Cy- 
chulski, fireman Floyd Bryant and engi- 
neer Sam Passifume, work a 12 to 14-hour 
day to make all of their boxcar deliver- 
ies 


Mack said the biggest problem at the 


Elk Grove Village yard vwas time. "The 
park is so spread out that it takes about 
a half hour to pull and spot cars at the 
farthest industry," he said. 


"IN THE LAST five years the train 


yard has been operating in Elk Grove 
Village, business has been growing ra- 
pidly but there is not a lot of room for 
expansion of the yard," he said. 


Although the warmer months arc the 


busiest times of the year at the switching 
yard, service continues through the snow 
and freezing cold of the winter months. 
Mack said besides fighting the weather, 
in the winter the tracks get rough with 
the continued thawing and freezing. 


More miles of tracks arc being planned 


for the future, and the outlook is bright 
for the Elk Grove Village yard, Mack 
said. "The railroads will be here to stay 
in Centex because no one can move as 
much tonnage as the trains can or move 
it as cheaply."

SB A Extends 


Relief For 


Flood Victims 


Victims of the area's most recent 


flooding have been added to the list of 
residents eligible for disaster relief funds 
from the Small Business Administration. 


The SBA yesterday amended its dis- 


aster declaration for the Aug. 25 flooding 
in the Chicago area to include persons 
victimized by the heavy rains of Sunday 
night and Monday. 


Residents of Cook, DuPage and Kane 


Counties were included hi the new dec- 
laration from Robert A. Dwyer, the 
SBA's Midwest regional director. 


The declaration enables homeowners, 


tenants, business people, churches, pri- 
vate schools and various non-profit or- 
ganizations in the affected areas to quali- 
fy for SBA loans to restore or replace 
damaged property not covered by insur- 
ance. 


DWYER SAID the SBA is considering 


holding mass meetings in affected areas 
to tell citizens about the relief programs, 
as it did after the August flooding, when 
meetings were held in Arlington Heights, 
Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove Village and 
DCS Plaincs. 


In the meantime, the SBA has person- 


nel stationed at three locations to field 
Hood relief applications. They include the 
Addison Village Hall, 130 W. Army Trail 
Rd.; the Lisle Village Hall, 4740 Main 
St.; and the Montgomery Village Hall, 
1300 S. Broadway. Phone numbers at the 
offices are: Addison, 543-6130; Lisle, WO 
8-1200; and Montgomery, 896-8080. 


Flood victims also may apply for relief 


at the SBA's regional office: Suite 437, 
219 S. Dearborn St., Chicago, telephone 
353-4521. 


For residential losses, affected persons 


may qualify for loans of up to $50,000 for 
real property, up to $10,000 for personal 
property, and up to $55,000 for a com- 
bination of real and personal property. 
Disaster business loans are limited to 
$500,000. 


All loans are long-term with an interest 


rate of 1 per cent. Additionally, under a 
new law, the SBA will suspend, or for- 
give, payments up to $5,000 in all dis- 
aster loans. 


Dwyer said the SBA will accept loan 


applications for processing without a 
contractor's estimate, but the burden of 
proof of loss remains on the borrower.

Sanitary landfill is the method of solid 


waste disposal that is environmentally 
•nd economically feasible for Arlington 
Heights at this time, concluded the Envi- 
ronmental Control Commission (ECO af- 
ter a year of study.

current incinerators have not been able 
to meet emission requirements. 


—Recycling of municipal wastes are 


attractive, but are not currently prac- 


tical. 


—Composting, pyrolysls (burning with- 


out air at high temperatures) and other 
processes of solid waste disposal are not 
yet viable. 


—The life of our current landfill can be 


extended substantially through a variety 
of methods.

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IN A RECENT engineering study of 


the village landfill on Nichols Road, Har- 
za Engineering Co. said that if the land- 
fill Is filled' according to the current 
scheme, it will only last for l.Jr years. If 
the landfill design was modified, or an 
additional method of reducing the solid 
waste were used, such as baling or in- 
cinerating, the landfill could last more 
than 50 years, the report said. 


"The village should redesign the con- 


tours of the village landfill site to accom- 
odate an additional 10 years of solid waste 
disposal capacity minimum, according to 
an alternative of the Harza report," the 
ECC resolution states. 


According to the present landfill site 


plan, the area would become a recrea- 
tion site when completely filled. Chang- 
ing the contours of the land would modi- 
fy, not rule out, the recreational uses of 
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the land, the engineering study said. 


THE ECC STUDY also states that the 


village should "refrain from building 
and/or operating an incinerator at this 
time," and takes serious exceptions to 
the recommendation of the village ad- 
ministration to purchase an incinerator. 


In a four-page analysis of the village 


proposal, the ECC report said the village 
report "deals only superficially with oth- 
er means of solid waste disposal." Cost 
figures for an incinerator presented by 
the administration were also said to be 
very low, according to the ECC study. 


The ECC report also recommends that 


the village "attempt to acquire addition- 
al land adiaccnt to the current landfill 
for future operation . . . employ, if eco- 
nomically feasible, additional methods of 
compacting solid waste on the site . . . 
take a more active role in recycling ef- 
forts."

The Wheeling-Buffalo Grove United 


Fund will open its annual drive Monday 
night with the presentation of a check 
from Wheeling at the village board meet- 
ing. 


Tho following morning, the United 


Fund flag will be raised at the village 
hall and the United Fund thermometer 
will bo posted. 


The goal for this year's drive is 


$10,000, considerably more than the 
$7.700 raised last year. Dick Cnlfn, cam- 
paign chairman, said the United Fund 
has exceeded Its goal for the post four 
years and hopes to do so again this year. 


All of the money raised by the United 


Fund Is used to support local organiza- 
tions that benefit the community. It con- 
tributes to Day Scouts, Girl Scouts, Camp 
Fire Girls, Northwest Suburban Home- 
makers Service, Clcarbrook Center, 
Countryside Center, Northwest Mental 
Health, Salvation Army Family Coun- . 
soling and TORCH. 


"WE'RE A LOCAL charity for a local 


cause for local people," Calfa said. "Ev- 
ery dollar we collect locally stays local- 
ly." 


Calfa explained that the United Fund 


offers the opportunity to make a single 
donation that will benefit many organiza- 
tions. The money raised by the drive is 
distributed to organizations only after 
the United Fund board carefully reviews 
the needs and services of organizations 
requesting financial assistance. 


Calfa said the United-Fund does not 


support organizations that can get money 
from other sources, duplicate services al- 
ready in the community or that have ex- 
orbitant operating expenses. 


The fund-raising drive is done entirely 


through the mail. Letters from the 
United Fund arc sent to residents and 
business men, and a return envelope for 
donations is enclosed. 


Calfa explained that while door-to-door 


solicitations arc allowed, the United 
Fund docs not use this method. "We 
don't knock on doors because the village 
frowns on this," he said. 


THIS YEAR, high school students 


studying computer programming are 
helping with the United Fund campaign 
by addressing the envelopes. Calfa said 
this method teaches students the basics 
of programming and fund-raising, and 
helps the United Fund as well. 


Children from the Clearbrook Center 


are also helping with the campaign by 
stuffing envelopes for the drive. 


Other local people are also making 


valuable contributions to this year's 
drive. The McDonald's Restaurant on 
Dundee Road has.set aside Oct. 2 as 
"McDonald's Day." Gross receipts for 
the entire day's sales will be donated to 
the United Fund. 


On Oct. 14, a balloon sale for the cam- 


paign will be subsidized by the Blue Boy 
Ice Cream Parlor. With ever 35-cent bal- 
loon that is sold, the buyer will get a 
coupon for one free ice cream cone 
redeemable within 30 days. Calfa said it 
is possible that Blue Boy may also do- 
nate balloons for the sale. 


Speakers from the United Fund will be 


speaking to various civic organizations 
throughout the two-monthdrive. A special 
program aimed at local school teachers 
is also under way. 


Calfa explained that the idea behind 


the United Fund Is very simple. "People 
have an obligation to other people. It is 
the nature of society," he said. "We call 
this TJeople helping people'." 


What Is Developer's Responsibility?

Just exactly what responsibilities to 


community agencies docs a developer 
have? The Buffalo Grove Plan Commis- 
sion Wednesday night considered this 
question, which becomes Increasingly 
more Important as the village continues 
to grow at a rapid rate. 


A request from Fire Chief Wayne Win- 


ter asking that developers be required to 
donate money for the purchase of addi- 
tional fire fighting equipment triggered 
the discussion. 


Winter approached the commission last 


week, asking the members to recom- 
mend that the village board set up some 
type of formula for donations to the fire 
department. The request is similar to the 
proposed ordinance that will require de- 
velopers to donate land or cash to area 
school and park districts. 


The commission agreed to recommend 


that the village look into the problem and 
evaluate the need for such an ordinance, 
and what it should encompass. 


WINTER FEELS the Phoenix Con- 


struction Co. should donate money to 
help offset the cost of a $60,000 pumper 
truck that will be needed when the 


four projetcs the developer plans are 
completed. 


Phoenix proposes to develop four par- 


cels of land,, three of them fronting the 
Buffalo Grove Golf Course. 


The parcels include 12 acres at the 


northwest corner of the golf course at 
Checker Road, 36 acres at the southwest 
corner of the golf course at Lake-Cook 
Rood and another 16 acres bordering the 
cast end of the golf course. The company 
may als develop 33 acres north of Rte. 83 
at the Intersection with Busch Road. 


Construction of the planned town- 


houses, apartments and condominiums is 
expected to take about five years. 


The Phoenix Co., builders oL,Villa 


Verde apartments, and Richard 
J. 


Brown, developer of Cambridge-on-the- 
Lake, shared the cost of a ladder truck 
that became necessary when the two 
three-story projects were completed 
south of Dundee Road. 


"WE DON'T WANT to penalize a build- 


er who happens to come Into the village 
just when we need a new piece of equip- 
ment, so he has to pay and the next guy 
doesn't," Winter said. "We want to set up 
something that will be equal for all." 


Winter said providing adequate fire 


protection to the burgeoning village be- 
comes a problem because of the tax lag. 


Projects are not assessed until _ all 


phases of construction haVe'-'been com- 
pleted. This means, Winter sald.the fire 
department must protect the residents of 
the project's early phases but receives 
only the tax revenue on undeveloped 
land, which "amounts to almost noth- 
ing." 


"Rather than penalize the people who 


are already here for new developments," 
Winter said, "Why not charge the people 
who are coming in and straining the ser- 
vice we have now?" 


"IF A DEVELOPER will render fire 


protection Inadequate it's just as impor- 
tant in my mind'as rendering water, 
sewer, parks, and schools inadequate," 
said Evan Fader, member of the plan 
• commission. 


Burt Harris, another member of the 


commission, disagreed that participat- 
ing in the cost of fire equipment was the 
responsibility, of the developer. 


Harris said he felt referendums should 


be used to purchase what is needed, with 
the cost repayable at the time the devel- 
opment Is completed.

SBA Extends 


Relief For 


Flood Victims 


Victims of the area's most recent 


flooding have been added to the list of 
residents eligible for disaster relief funds 
from the Small Business Administration. 


The SBA yesterday amended its dis- 


aster declaration for the Aug. 25 flooding 
in the Chicago area to include persons 
victimized by the heavy rains of Sunday 
night and Monday. 


Residents of Cook, DuPage and Kane 


Counties were included hi the new dec- 
laration from Robert A. Dwyer, the 
SBA's Midwest regional director. 


The declaration enables homeowners, 


tenants, business people, churches, pri- 
vate schools and various non-profit or- 
ganizations in the affected areas to quali- 
fy for SBA loans to restore or replace 
damaged property not covered by insur- 
ance. 


DWYER SAID the SBA is considering 


holding mass meetings in affected areas • 
to tell citizens about the relief programs,- 


• as it did after the August flooding, when 


meetings were held in Arlington Heights, 
Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove Village and 
DCS Plaines. 


In the meantime, the SBA has person- 


. ncl stationed at three locations to field 
flood relief applications.'They include the 
Addison Village Hall, 130 W. Army Trail 
Rd.;' the' Lisle Village Hall, 4740 Main 
St.; and the Montgomery Village Hall, 
1300 S. Broadway. Phone numbers at the 
offices are: Addison, 543-6130; Lisle, WO 
8-1200; and Montgomery, 896-8080. 


Flood victims-also may apply for relief 


at the, SBA's regional office: Suite 437, 
219 S. Dearborn St., Chicago, telephone

For residential losses, affected persons 


may qualify for loans of up to $50,000 for 
real property, up to $10,000 for personal 
property, and up to $55,000 for a com- 
bination of real and personal property. 
Disaster business loans are limited to 
$500,000. 


All loans are long-term with an interest 


rate of 1 per cent. Additionally, under a 
new law, the SBA will suspend, or for- 
give, payments up to $5,000 in all dis- 
aster loans. 


Dwyer said the SBA will accept loan 


applications for processing without a 
contractor's estimate, but the burden of 
proof of loss remains on the borrower.

flooding havo been added to the list of 
residents eligible for disaster relief funds 
from the Small Business Administration. 


The SBA yesterday amended Its dis- 


aster declaration for the Aug. 25 flooding 
In the Chicago area to Include persons 
victimized by the heavy rains of Sunday 
night and Monday. 


Residents of Cook, DuPage and Kane 


Counties were Included In the new dec- 
laration from Robert A. Dwycr, the 
SBA's Midwest regional director. 


The declaration enables homeowners, 


tenants, business people, churches, pri- 
vate schools and various non-profit or- 
ganizations In the affected areas to quali- 
fy for SBA loans to restore or replace 
damaged property not covered by Insur- 
ance. 


DWYER SAID the SBA is considering 


holding mass meetings in affected areas 
to tell citizens about the relief programs, 
a< it did after the August flooding, when 
meetings were held In Arlington Heights, 
Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove Village and 
DosPlalncs. 


In the meantime, the SBA has person- 


nel stationed at three locations to field 
flood relief applications. They Include the 
Addison Village Hall, 130 W. Army Trail 
Rd.; the Lisle Village Hall, 4740 Main 
St.; and the Montgomery Village Hall, 
1300 S. Broadway. Phone numbers at the 
offices ore: Addison, 5434130; Lisle, WO 
8-1200; and Montgomery, 896-8080. 


Flood victims also may apply for relief 


at the SBA's regional office: Suite 437, 
219 S. Dearborn St., Chicago, telephone 
353-4521. 


For residential losses, affected persons 


may qualify for loans of up to $50,000 for 
real property, up to $10,000 for personal 
property, and up to $55,000 for a com- 
bination of real and personal property. 
Disaster business loans are limited to 
$500,000. 


All loans are long-term with an Interest 


rate of 1 per cent. Additionally, under a 
new law, the SBA will suspend, or for- 
give, payments up to $5,000 hi all dis- 
aster loons. 


Dwyer said the SBA will accept loan 


applications for processing without a 
contractor's estimate, but the burden of 
proof of loss remains on the borrower.

For Taxes 


Hertz Corporation, Rent-A-Car Divi- 


sion, in DCS Plaines and Chalet Ford in 
Arlington Heights, were named in a suit 
yesterday alleging they cheated the state 
out of taxes on automobile sales. 


Twenty one other new car dealers, 


most from the Chicago area, were also 
named in the suit by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Revenue, alleging taxes due on a 
total of $9.2 million worth of cars was not 
fully paid. 


The charges list 153 violations in which 


Hertz and the dealers allegedly conspired 
to evade Illinois sales taxes on automo- 
bile sales to the Hertz Corp. through in- 
tricate trade-in deals on Hertz fleet cars, 
said George E. Mahin, state revenue di- 
rector. 


In the scheme, more than 3,000 fraudu- 


lent tax forms were submitted to the Illi- 
nois Department of Revenue during 1970 
and 1971, the suit charges. 


"WE HAVE NOT seen a copy of the 


charges and are not in a position to com- 
ment," a Hertz spokesman in New York 
said yesterday. 


"We firmly believe we have not vio- 


lated any Illinois laws," he said. "During 
a recent audit, Hertz offered to pay 
taxes, if any, which the audit might dis- 
close were rightfully owed by Hertz to 
the state." 


Richard Breen, who owns Chalet Ford, 


Inc., said he was unaware of the suit 
when contacted yesterday, but does not 
believe that he has evaded any tax laws. 


"We haven't done any business with 


Hertz since last year — they usually buy 
some cars at model introduction time, 
but we haven't had an order yet this 
year," Breen said. He estimated about 25 
cars were sold to Hertz last year and 5 to 
10 were taken as trade-ins. 


According to Mahin, all of the fraudu- 


lent tax forms listed a used Hertz car 
received in trade-in on the sale of a new 
car to Hertz when no such trade-in exis- 
ted. 


"Our investigation determined that 


these used cars were not traded to the 
dealers, but were actually sold by Hertz 
to wholesale outlets for used cars all 
over the country," Mahin said. 


"Some of the Hertz cas which had been 


involved in accidents were sold by Hertz 
for as little as $135 salvage money," ha 
said. "Despite this, dealers listed these 
same cars as received in trade from 
Hertz and entered as much as $1,000 as 
the trade-in allowance on state tax 
forms." 


"BY LISTING that car as a trade-in, a 


tax of $66 63 was paid to the state on a 
$3,232.93 new car purchased by Hertz," 
since there was no trade-in, a tax of 
$161.65 should have been paid." 


Breen denied any such deception has 


taken place at his Arlington Heights 
dealership. 


"The Department of Revenue will is- 


sue notices of tax liability against Hertz 
and the 22 car dealers, and expects to 
receive $750,000 due in taxes, penalties 
and interest," Mahin said. "The State of 
Illinois will get every penny due." 


Private citizens who purchased used 


cars from Hertz and received titles to 
the vehicles will not have their titles 
questioned, Mahin said.

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Live In City, Work In Suburbs 
Commuters Going Both Ways

It used to be the rule that suburbanites 


commuted dally to Chicago. The suburbs 
were strictly a place to live, the city a 
place to work. 


But that arrangement is not neces- 


•arUy the case anymore. More and more, 
Industry la moving to the suburbs. And 
when they move, they often bring em- 
ployes from Chicago with them. 


Mary p«ran Is a labor relations 


analyst who started working for Honey- 
well, Inc., In 1950. Her office was then 
located In Northwest Chicago. In 1955, 
she moved with the company to Morton 
Grove. Two years ago, Honeywell moved 
to Arlington Heights, and Mrs. Petran Is 
still with them. But she still lives in Chi- 
cago. 


Mrs. Petran Is not alone. She estimates 


that as many as half of the company's 
750 employes at the Arlington Heights 


RUSH HOUR li «n all-roo-familiar 
tight to tuburbanlttt who commute 
to work daily in Chicago.

The same situation exists to a lesser 


extent at Western Electric's Rolling 
Meadows plant Clay McLean, a public 
relations associate there, said that at one 
time 40 per cent of the plant's employes 
lived more than 15 miles from work. He 
added, however, that the percentage 
seems to be going down. 


ALTHOUGH INDUSTRY often brings 


employes with when moving to the sub- 
urbs, the same is not usually true hi the 
case of merchants. 
Woodfleld Mall, 


Schaumburg, has many stores that origi- 
nated in downtown Chicago. Most of the 
suburban stores hire employes from the 
area rather than bring them along from 
Chicago. J. C. Penney at Woodfield, for 
example, has only one employe that lives 
In the city. Most smaller stores have no 
Chicago residents on the payroll. 


The difference in industry and mer- 


chandising lies in the fact that when In- 
dustry moves, it often closes older 
plants. Stores, on the other hand, expand, 
maintaining older stores and adding new 
stores. New employes must be hired to 
staff the new stores. And most of these 
employes come from the area in which 
the new store is located. 


The current trend for Industry seems 


to be in the direction of more and more 
reverse commuters. Industrial parks that 
offer more room and lower taxes for in- 
dustry attract companies to the suburbs, 
and with them their Chicago-based em- 
ployes. 


But the trend may be short uved. 


McLean noted that younger employes 
with no ties to Chicago are moving to the 
suburbs. What's more, he added that as 
Chicago employes retire or leave the 
company, their replacements will prob- 
ably be hired from the surrounding area. 


"Chicago people wouldn't think of go- 


Ing to Rolling Meadows to look for a 
job," McLean said. 


He Replaces Three Engines A Year 


Virgil Southed drives 70 miles to work 


every day. 


So what, you say? Many suburbanites 


drive long distances to work In Chicago. 


But Southall docs not work in Chicago. 


Ho works at Western Electric's Rolling 
Maadows plant. He is a member of a 
growing brotherhood known as reverse 
commuters. 


Graduate work at Indiana University 


and his wife's teaching Job has kept 
Southall In Gary, Ind. as a result, he 
must drive more than an hour each way 
to work and homo again. But seasoned 
commuters will say Southall Is lucky. 
Many of them must drive more than an 
hour to got Into Chicago, a result of rush- 
hour traffic. 


Because he goes the opposite direction 


of heavy traffic docs not mean Southall 
enjoys his drive. He said that such prob- 
lems as fighting rain and snow and hav- 
ing had to replace three blown engines in 
a year have driven him to look for a 


home in the Northwest suburbs. 


BUT MARY PETRAN, a labor rela- 


tions analyst with Honeywell Inc. in Ar- 
lington Heights, enjoys her dally drive, 
from northwest Chicago to the suburbs. 
She says the drive seems shorter the, 
more often she drives It. 


"It's pleasant driving from a congested 


area to a place Inhere you can still see- 
form lands — something green ... There ' 
Is a wealth of roads I can take to very 
my route," Mrs. Petran said. 


Because she and her husband have 


their own home, friends and neighbors in 
Chicago, Mrs. Petran has no Immediate 
plans to move to the suburbs. 


Clay McLean, a public relations associ- 


ate at Western Electric in Rolling Mead- 
ows, offers some other explanations for 
reverse commuters. He said a lot of 
single people still live in the city for 
philosophical and social reasons. 


"I'd rather drive 40 miles to work than 


40 miles to a ball game," McLean com- 


mented. 


Buses from Chicago also make it easy 


for many suburban factory employes to 
get to the suburbs. Honeywell operates a 
hus for Its employes who live in Chicago. 
At Western Electric and some other sub- 
urban plants, the employes themselves 
have formed bus coops. McLean says 
motor pools are not popular at his plant, 
however, because workers' homes are 
so widely scattered over the city. 


WHILE BUSES may make it.easicr for 


some workers to get to the suburbs, out- 
bound traffic is not always a plus to the 
reverse commuter. 


"The traffic is terribly inconsistent, 


more than you would think," McLean 
said. "At the height of rush hour, you 
may find (outbound) traffic light, or 
when you expect it to be light, you may 
find jams." 


McLean said it has taken him as little 


as 40 minutes to get to his home In Chi- 
cago, or as long as three hours. 


Teachers Try To Fit Pay Bid To Budget 


Officials of the High School Dlst. 211 


Education Association are starting work 
on a proposal for a 1072-73 salary con- 
tract that will fit within the budget pro- 
vided by the board.

raised by $150, thus raising the rest of 
the scale. 


"What we arc saying is that If you 


don't want to increase the base and give 
the money to the people on the other end 
of the scale, we'll listen," he said. "My 
own personal view Is that given the job 
market you might not want to Increase 
the base."

n t i o n negotiation team, challenged 
Creek's contention that the district has 
no more money available for raises.

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Scout Handbook Updated 


NEW YORK (UP1) - If you haven't 


noticed It yet, the American Boy Scout 
took a great leap this month Into the lat- 
ter hall of the 20th century. 


It's all spelled out In the new edition of 


the Scout Handbook, a complete rewrite 
of the previous seven handbooks stretch- 
ing back to Mil's first edition. It brings 
icoutlng Into the highly Industrialized, 
urban society of the 1070s where a boy's 
biggest adventure might be finding his 
way around the city. 


Tho cover alone nlgnals the change In 


scouting. It depicts four Scouts, one of 
them black, pointing a telescope at the 
moon. They're working on merit badges 
in astronomy, a subject untouched 61 
years ago. 


Gone are the days when every good 


scout was expected to be able to take to 
the wilderness like Daniel Boonc, con- 
struct a lean-to out of fir boughs, know 
the track of the coyote and the cry of the 
wild boar "brookf brookf" and how to tic 
a sheepshank knot when his rope was too 
long. 


TIIK NEW SCOUT Handbook gives In- 


dividual troops more options to get Into 
broader programs that fit their locale. It 
Is designed to introduce the changes In 
scouting that went Into effect on Sept. 1 
— more leadership training, greater 
voice in planning and decision making, 
alternate routes lo higher rank, choices 
of team sports. It even relaxes uniform 
options. 


"A very Important change," one Boy 


Scout executive explained, "is In the role 
of the scout leader. Ills role will be more 


that of a coach, or guidance counselor. 
There won't be so much telling the kids 
what to do but, rather, encouraging them 
to do, to think, to relate scouting to their 
own lives, whether it's In the inner cities 
or the suburbs." 


In comparison with the 1911 handbook, 


the latest edition deals literally with an- 
other world. 


The first book was a wordy, detailed 


and sometimes pompous work that 
stressed regimentation, chivalry and the 
code of the forest. It also contained the 
famous picture of the scout helping the 
little old lady across the street and the 
admonition to do a good turn daily. The 
new book Is easy to read. It has bigger 
type and is full of youthful slang: "And 
fun-man, scouting is a ball!" Advice for 
nose-bleed? "Keep your cool. A nose- 
bleed looks bad, but it's no big deal." On 
urban survival: "Don't be a wlscguyjjr a 
loudmouth." 


SCOUTS ARE STILL urged to do their 


good turn it never was a "deed" every 
day. The scout oath and law remains the 
same, but the explanations are no longer 
e m b e l l i s h e d with seventy-five cent 
words. 


Boys are still taught how to handle 


snakebites, but urban Scouts can learn 
how to treat a more relevant problem — 
rat bits. 


Where the first book devoted a para- 


graph to the evils of smoking and drink- 
Ing, the latest contains six pages of 
down-to-earth discussions on everything 
from smoking and drinking to mari-

Neiv Surgery Saves Babies 


by DELOS SMITH 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Among 81 In- 


fonts undergoing heart surgery was one 
who weighed a little less than two pounds 
and seven who weighed a little more 
than three. 


Seven of these prematurely born 


babies survive, with their congenital 
heart defect surgically corrected. The 
defect had been thought Inoperable in 
precmles. It proved not to be. 


Without surgery all 61 infanta were 


doomed to early death by the heart de- 
fects with which they had been born. 
Usually surgeons hesitate to do heart op- 
erations in patients so small, and fragile 
and still young enough to bo classified as 
newborns. 


But to a team of nine surgeons, anes- 


thesiologists and >pediatricians at.the 
University of California In San Francisco 
these 61 Infants could not wait for sur- 
gery until they wcro older — the choice 
was between operating and lotting them 
die. 


NONE WAS OLDER than six weeks. 


They had their surgery over a three-year 
period ending last September. 


"Twenty-nine of tho 61 patients arc 


presently alive and all except one have 
apparently normal development," the 
team headed by Dr. L. Henry Edmunds 
reported to "Circulation," technical Jour- 
nal of the American Heart Association. 


This high mortality rate was Incurred 


because the team operated "upon all in 
whom a specific operative procedure 
might theoretically" save an Infant life.

plications and deaths reflect this positive 
philosophy and the critical condition of 
most patients," the team said. 


In addition to 29 salvaged Infant lives, 


the surgery produced proof that four spe- 
cific congenital heart defects which had 
been considered inoperable In newborns 
wcro amenable to surgical correction. 


THE DEFECT of the eight preemlcs 


was a still functioning ductus arteriosus, 
that being a blood shunt between the pul- 
monary artery and tho aorta which aids 
tho blood circulation of the unborn but is 
no longer open at birth. When it is open 
and there Is accompanying respiratory 
distress, the newborn Is In a precarious 
state. 


Tho' team emphasized the extreme 


care which must accompany heart sur- 
gery in tho newborn. The patients had 
specially trained nurses. Their hearts, 
breathing and temperatures were con- 
stantly monitored. They were examined 
frequently by physicians and drug and 
fluid dosages were precisely calculated. 
'During the surgery catheters pro- 


vided accurate measurements of blood 
pressure and blood gases which indicated 
immediate need for Infusions of blood, 
fluids or drugs. The frequent post- 
operative complications had to be dealt 
with no less alertly.

In 1911 personal hygiene rated a chap- 


ter. The new handbook cuts it down to 
three pages, but many of today's Scouts 
might long for the earlier advice on bath- 
Ing: "A boy ought to take a good soap 
bath at least twice a week." 


Scouting used to stress knit tying for 


Tenderfoot rank, boxing for compass, a 
hike and a cookout for Second Class, and 
camping out and Morse code for First 
Class. 


Now there are 12 skill awards — first 


aid, conservation, swimming, hiking, 
communications, 
cooking, 
camping, 


physical fitness, family living, environ- 


f ment, community living and citizenship. 


A SCOUT HAS to earn the citizenship 


award and one other skill award for Ten- 
derfoot, three more skill awards for Sec- 
ond Class and three more skill awards 
for Second Class and three moe for first 
class. 


It's possible a Scout could advance all 


the way to Eagle Scout without having to 
earn the camping, hiking or cooking skill 
awards. 


In the old handbook there were de- 


tailed instructions on how to start a fire 
by rubbing two sticks together. The new 
book reduces it down to several stylized 
drawings. 


Cooking, too, reflects the ready-made 


age. Formerly the directions for making 
griddle cakes began: "Beat one egg, ta- 
blespoon of sugar, one cup diluted con- 
densed milk or new milk." Now break- 
fast is pancakes and the directions read: 
"Mix batter according to instructions on 
the ready-mix package." 


The new book encourages Scouts to be 


active in ecology et the community level 
— cleaning up litter and recycling trash, 
as well as control of noxious weeds. 
,. It advises Scouts who go on hikes in 
the city to take some "emergency 
change" with them to use in pay toilets. 


THE REQUIREMENTS for the atomic 


energy merit badge, which include build- 
Ing a gelger counter and a cloud cham- 
ber, might seem staggering to older gen- 
erations of Scouts.

Commuters Still Commute—In Opposite Directions 


It used to be the rule that suburbanites 


commuted dally to Chicago. The suburbs 
were strictly a place to live, the city a 
place to work. 


But that arrangement Is not ncces- 


•arlly the case anymore. More and more, 
Industry Is moving to the suburbs. And 
when they move, they often bring em- 
ployes from Chicago with them. 


Mary Petran Is a labor relations 


analyst who started working for Honey- 
well, Inc., In 1930. Her office was then 
located In Northwest Chicago. In 1855, 
she moved with the company to Morton 
Grove. Two years ago, Honeywell moved 
to Arlington Heights, and Mrs. Petran Is 
still with them. But she still lives in Chi- 
cago. 


Mrs. Petran Is not alone. She estimates 


that as many as half of the company's 
780 employes at the Arlington Heights 
plant still live In Chicago. 


The same situation exists to a lesser 


extent at Western Elcctric's Rolling 
Meadows plant. Clay McLean, a public 
relations associate there, said that at one 
time 40 per cent of the plant's employes 
lived more than IS miles from work. He 
added, however, that the percentage 
seems to be going down. 


ALTHOUGH INDUSTRY often brings 


employes with when moving to the sub- 
urbs, the same is not usually true In the 
CMC of merchants. Woodflcld Mall, 


Schaumburg, has many stores that origi- 
nated In downtown Chicago. Most of the 
suburban stores hire employes from the 
area rather than bring them along from 
Chicago. J. C. Penney at Woodfleld, for 
example, has only one employe that lives 
In the city. Most smaller stores have no 
Chicago residents on the payroll. 


The difference in Industry and mer- 


chandising lies in the fact that when In- 
dustry moves, It 'often closes older 
plants. Stores, on the other hand, expand, 
maintaining older stores and adding new 
stores. New employes must be hired to 
staff the new stores. And most of these 
employes come from the area in which 
the new store is located. 


The current trend for industry seems 


to be in the direction of more and more 
reverse commuters. Industrial parks that 
offer more room and lower taxes for in- 
dustry attract companies to the suburbs, 
and with them their Chicago-based em- 
ployes. 


But the trend may be short lived. 


McLean noted that younger employes 
with no tics to Chicago are moving to the 
suburbs. What's more, he added that as 
Chicago employes retire or leave the 
company, their replacements will prob- 
ably be hired from the surrounding area. 


"Chicago people wouldn't think of go- 


Ing to Rolling Meadows to look for a 
job," McLean said. 


RUSH HOUR is an all-too-familiar 
sight to suburbanites who commute 
to work daily in Chicago. But a look 
«t the other lane of traffic gives an 
idea of the light traffic reverse com- 
muters face — usually. A growing 


number of people are working in the 
suburbs but live in Chicago. There is 
A growing trend in this direction, but 
one that looks as though it will be 
short-lived. 


Virgil Southall drives 70 miles to work 


every day. 


So what, you say? Many suburbanites 


drive long distances to work In Chicago. 


But Southall does not work in Chicago. 


He works at Western Electrlc's Rolling 
Meadows plant. He is a member of a 
growing brotherhood known as reverse 
commuters. 


Graduate work at Indiana University 


and his wife's teaching job has kept 
Southall in Gary, Ind. as a result, he 
must drive more than an hour each way 
to work and home} again. But seasoned 
commuters will say Southall is lucky. 
Many of them must drive more than an 
hour to get into Chicago, a result of rush- 
hour traffic. 


Because he goes the opposite direction 


of heavy traffic does not mean Southall 
enjoys his drive. He said that such prob- 
lems as fighting rain and snow and hav- 
ing had to replace three blown engines in 
a year have driven him to look for a 
home in the Northwest suburbs. 


BUT MARY PETRAN, a labor rela- 


tions analyst with Honeywell Inc. to Ar- 
lington Heights, enjoys her dally drive 
from northwest Chicago to the suburbs. 
She says the drive seems shorter the 
more often she drives it. 


"It's pleasant driving from a congested 


area to a place where you can still see 
farm lands — something green... There 


is a wealth of roads I can take to very 
my route," Mrs. Petran said. 


Because she and her husband have 


their own home, friends and neighbors in 
Chicago, Mrs. Petran has no immediate 
plans to move to the suburbs. 


Clay McLean, a public relations associ- 


ate at Western Electric to Rolling Mead- 
ows, offers some other explanations for 
reverse commuters. He said a lot of 
single people still live to the city for 
philosophical and social reasons. 


"I'd rather drive 40 miles to work than 


40 miles to a ball game," McLean com- 
mented. 


Buses from Chicago also make it easy 


for many suburban factory employes to 
get to the suburbs. Honeywell operates a 
bus for its employes who live to Chicago. 
At Western Electric and some other sub- 
urban plants, the employes themselves 
have formed bus coops. McLean says 
motor pools are not popular at his plant, 
however, because workers' homes are 
so widely scattered over the city. 


WHILE BUSES may make it easier for 


some workers to get to the suburbs, out- 
bound traffic is not always a plus to the 
reverse commuter. 


"The traffic is terribly inconsistent, 


more than you. would think," McLean 
said. "At the Height of rush hour, you

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City Panel Seeks 
Change In Kenroy 
High-Rise Plans 


In somewhat of a reversal in proce- 


dure, the Rolling Meadows Plan Com- 
mission has presented to the Kcnroy de- 
velopment company a plan detailing 
changes the city would tike to see In- 
corporated Into the company's plan to 
build a 20-acro hotel-office complex on 
Algonquin Rood and III. Rtc. S3. 


Kcnroy has proposed construction of a 


300-room hotel, two 10-story and one 20- 
story office buildings to be linked by a 
two-story rotunda to face tho Northwest 
Tollway. The changes, devised by com- 
mission member Carl F. Couvc, would 
reverse Kcnroy's proposed placement of 
the office structures and rotunda so as to 
face Algonquin Road. 


The alternative plan was developed af- 


ter Kcnroy requested the commission to 
review and criticize the project's original 
plans, commission chairman Robert 
Byrnes said. 


IN EXPLAINING the changes, Couvc 


said he "merely turned the structures 
around" because he felt It would enhance 
the "aesthetic" view of tho project, in- 
crease the greenery to be seen from the 
front, and shift parking facilities to tho 
side of (ho land area. 


Ho said he felt the alternative plan 


eliminated some of the disadvantages of 
the original proposal and provided some 
advantages, including the addition of 3D 
more parking spaces. Couve added his 
plan did not change building angles or 
the basic flow of traffic through the com- 
plex. 


K e n r o y project coordinator Allen 


Schnoppcr called Couvo's presentation 
"excellent," and praised the commission 
for taking the time to prepare the plan. 


But he said some aspects of the changes 
might conflict with the basic Kenroy 
plans. 


Schncpper said there might be a prob- 


lem in relocating the hotel 100 feet fur- 
ther north, as called for under Couvc's 
plan. Schnepper said the hotel was delib- 
erately placed close to the tollway to at- 
tract business. He added the hotel's loca- 
tion was what "has swung the project" 
In negotiations with prospective manage- 
ment parties, including the Hilton hotel 
chain. ' 


He also said ho feared Couvc's design 


would create "a wall effect" and cut 
down fire access to the complex. 


Fourth Ward Aid. James Huddlcston, 


who attended the special meeting, told 
Schnepper he feared water drainage 
from the complex would put an addition- 
al strain on Algonquin Road and odd to 
tho city's flooding problems. 


BUT SCHNEPPER SAID Kenroy would 


actually be creating additional retention 
for the area by widening the present 
drainage ditch running along side the 
project. 


When Commission member Elizabeth 


Brisscndcn asked Schnepper to explain 
how that was possible, he said Kenroy 
would build up the natural embankment 
along the ditch so that it could hold more 
water. He also said the runoff from the 
project would be very quick and would 
flow Into Salt Creek before upstream wa- 
ters did. 


Schnepper said the project should not 


cause more flooding because it is the up- 
stream waters that arc causing the prob- 
lem. 


SOMEONE SAID exercising wasn't 
easy, but a doubting reporter (in the 
striped jeans) didn't believe if.

SB A Extends 
Relief For 
Flood Victims 


Victims of the area's most recent 


flooding have been added to the list of 
residents eligible for disaster relief funds 
from the Small Business Administration. 


The SBA yesterday amended its dis- 


aster declaration'for the Aug. 25 flooding 
in the Chicago-area to include persons 
victimized by the heavy rains of Sunday 
night and Monday. 


Residents of Cook, DuPage and Kane 


Counties were included to the new dec- 
laration from Robert A. Dwyer, the 
SBA's Midwest regional director. 


The declaration enables homeowners, 


tenants, business people, churches, pri- 
vate schools and various non-profit or- 
ganizations to the affected areas to quali- 
fy for SBA loans to restore or replace 
damaged property not covered by insur- 
ance. 


DWYER SAID the SBA is considering 


holding mass meetings to affected areas 
to tell citizens about the relief programs, 
as it did after the August flooding, when 
meetings were held to Arlington Heights, 
Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove Village and 
Des Plaines. 


In the meantime, the SBA has person- 


nel stationed at three locations to field 
flood relief applications. They include the

Moans of pain and agony came drifting 


down from the top floor of Palatine's 
Slade Street Fire Station amid sudden 
bursts of hysterical laughter.

Hertz Corporation. Rcnt-A-Car Divi- 


sion, in DCS Plaincs and Chalet Ford In 
Arlington Heights, were named in a suit 
yesterday alleging they cheated the state 
out of taxes on automobile sales. 


Twenty one other new car dealers, 


most from (he Chicago area, were also 
named In the suit by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Revenue, alleging taxes due on a 
total of $9.2 million worth of cars was not 
fully paid. 


The charges list 153 violations In which 


Hertz and the dealers allegedly conspired 
to evade Illinois sales taxes on automo- 
bile sales to the Hertz Corp. through In- 
Irlcatc trade-in deals on Hertz fleet cars, 
said George E. Mahin, state revenue di- 
rector. 


In the scheme, more than 3,000 fraudu- 


lent tax forms were submitted to the Illi- 
nois Department of Revenue during 1970 
and 1971, the suit charges. 


"WE HAVE NOT seen a copy of the 


charges and are not In a position to com- 
ment." a Hertz spokesman in New York 
said yesterday. 


"We firmly believe we have not vio- 


lated any Illinois laws," he said. "During 
• recent audit, Hertz offered to pay 
taxes, if any, which the audit might dis- 


close were rightfully owed by Hertz to 
the state." 


Richard Brccn, who owns Chalet Ford, 


Inc., said he was unaware of the suit 
when contacted yesterday, but does not 
believe that he has evaded any tax laws. 


"We haven't done any business with 


Hertz since last year — they usually buy 
some cars at model introduction time, 
but we haven't had an order yet this 
year," Brccn said. He estimated about 25 
cars were sold to Hertz last year and 5 to 
10 were token as trade-Ins. 


According la Mahin, all of the fraudu- 


lent tax forms listed a used Hertz car 
received in trade-In on the sale of a new 
car to Hertz when no such trade-in exis- 
ted. 


"Our Investigation determined that 


these used cars were not traded to the 
dealers, but were actually sold by Hertz 
to wholesale outlets for used cars all 
over tho country," Mahin said. 


"Some of the Hertz cos which had been 


involved In accidents were sold by Hertz 
for as little as $135 salvage money," he 
said. "Despite this, dealers listed these 
same cars as received in trade from 
Hertz and entered as much as $1,000 as 
the trade-in allowance on state tax

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Scout Handbook Updated 


NEW YORK (UPI) _ if you haven't 


noticed it yet, the American Boy Scout 
took a great leap this month into the lat- 
ter half of the 20th century. 


It's all spelled out In the new edition of 


the Scout Handbook, a complete rewrite 
of the previous seven handbooks stretch- 
Ing back to IDII'S first edition. It brings 
scouting into the highly Industrialized, 
urban society of the 1970s where a boy's 
biggest adventure might be finding his 
way around the city. 


The cover alone signals the change In 


scouting. It depicts four Scouts, one of 
them black, pointing a telescope at the 
moon. They're working on merit badges 
In astronomy, a subject untouched 61 
years ago. 


Gone are the days when every good 


scout was expected to be able to take to 
the wilderness like Daniel Boonc, con- 
struct a lean-to out of fir boughs, know 
the track of the coyote and the cry of the 
wild boar "brookf brookf" and how to tic 
a sheepshank knot when his rope was too 
long. 


THE NEW SCOUT Handbook gives in- 


dividual troops more options to get into 
broader programs that fit their locale. It 
Is designed to Introduce the changes in 
scouting that went Into effect on Sept. 1 
— more leadership training, greater 
voice In planning and decision making, 
alternate routes to higher rank, choices 
of team sports. It even relaxes uniform 
options. 


"A very Important change," one Boy 


Scout executive explained, "Is in the rolo 
of the scout leader. His role will be more 


that of a coach, or guidance counselor. 
There won't be so much telling the kids 
what to do but, rather, encouraging them 
to do, to think, to relate scouting to their 
own lives, whether It's in the inner cities 
or the suburbs." 


In comparison with the 1911 handbook, 


the latest edition deals literally with an- 
other world. 


The first book was a wordy, detailed 


and sometimes pompous work that 
stressed regimentation, chivalry and the 
code of the forest. It also contained the 
famous picture of the scout helping the 
little old lady across the street and the 
admonition to do a good turn dally. The 
new book Is easy to read. It has bigger 
type and is full of youthful slang: "And 
fun-man, scouting Is a ball!" Advice for 
nose-bleed? "Keep your cool. A nose- 
bleed looks bad, but it's no big deal." On 
urban survival: "Don't be a wlscguyjr a 
loudmouth." 


SCOUTS ARE STILL urged to do their 


good turn it never was a "deed" every 
day.

New Surgery Saves Babies 


by DELOS SMITH 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Among 61 In- 


fonts undergoing heart surgery was one 
who weighed a little less than two pounds 
and seven who weighed a llUlc more 
than three. 


Seven of these prematurely born 


bablea survive, with their congenital 
heart defect surgically corrected. The 
defect had been thought Inoperable in 
preemlcs. It proved not to be. 


Without surgery all 61 Infants were 


doomed lo early death by the heart de- 
fects with which they had been born. 
Usually surgeons hesitate to do heart op- 
erations In patients so small and fragile 
and still young enough to be classified as 
newborns. 


But to a team of'nine surgeons, anes- 


thesiologists and pediatricians at tho 
University of California in San Francisco 
these 61 infants could not wait for sur- 
gery until they were older — the choice 
was between operating and letting them 
die. 


NONE WAS OLDER than six weeks. 


They hod their surgery over a three-year 
period ending last September. 


"Twenty-nine of tho 61 patients are 


presently alive and all except one hava 
apparently normal development," tho 
team headed by Dr. L. Henry Edmunds 
reported to "Circulation," technical Jour- 
nal of the American Hoait Association. 


This high mortality rate was Incurred 


because tho team operated "upon all In 
whom a specific operative procedure* 
might theoretically" save an infant life. 
"The high Incidence of hospital com-

plications and deaths reflect this positive 
philosophy and the critical condition of 
most patients," the team said. 


In addition to 29 salvaged infant lives, 


the surgery produced proof that four sjie- 
clfic congenital heart defects which had 
been considered inoperable in newborns 
were amenable to surgical correction. 


THE DEFECT of the eight preemies 


was a still functioning ductus arteriosus, 
that being a blood shunt between the pul- 
monary artery and tho aorta which aids 
tho blood circulation of the unborn but Is 
no longer open at birth. When it is open 
and there is accompanying respiratory 
distress, the newborn is In a precarious 
state. 


Tho team emphasized the extreme 


care which must accompany heart sur- 
gery in the newborn. The patients had 
specially trained nurses. Their hearts, 
breathing and temperatures were con- 
stantly monitored. They were examined 
frequently by physicians and drug and 
fluid dosages were precisely calculated. 


During the surgery catheters pro- 


vided accurate measurements of blood 
pressure and blood gases which indicated 
immediate need for Infusions of blood, 
fluids or drugs. The frequent post- 
operative complications had to be dealt 
with no less alertly.

in the Chicago area to include persons 
victimized by the heavy rains of Sunday 
night and Monday. 


Residents of Cook, DuPage and Kane 


Counties were included in the new dec- 
laration from Robert A. Dwyer, the 
SBA's Midwest regional director. 


The declaration enables homeowners, 


tenants, business people, churches, pri- 
. vate schools and various non-profit or- 
ganizations in the affected areas to quali- 
fy for SBA loans to restore or replace 
damaged property not covered by insur- 
ance. 


More Police To Be On Days, Evenings 


Beginning this week, more Mount 


Prospect policemen will be on duty dur- 
ing the daytime and evening hours. Po- 
lice Chief Bert Glddcns has juggled his 
men's hours so that the greatest number 
of policemen are available during the 
"high-crime" hours. 


"We know that between 2 p.m. and 1 


a.m. is tho time for more demand of po- 
lice services," Glddens said yesterday. 
"This so-called power shift will overlap 
the other shifts and give us additional 
manpower." 


Specifically, what Glddens has done is 


to reassign four patrolmen to a 10 a.m.- 
to-O p.m. shift and four more to a 6 p.m.- 
to-2 a.m. shift. 


"We know it (the power shift) is work- 


able," Glddcns said, "because it has 


been used in other communities." 


IN THIS AREA, Palatine has been ex- 


perimenting with a "power watch" for 
about two years and Glddens said that 
Arlington Heights plans to start one soon. 


Giddens said there should be no con- 


cern that the force will be weak during 
the hours that the "power shift" ifttot in 
operation. "We have figured it out 
where, If we plan properly, we will have 
a minimum (of men) on ail the beats." 


Giddens said that all five of the beats 


now in operation will have at least one 
car assigned to them during the late 
night hours. 


The five beat areas, in general terms, 


are the New Town section north of Ken- 
sington Road; the Randhurst-Camelot- 
Fnlrview Gardens-Mount Prospect Plaza 


area; the section north of Northwest 
Highway and Prospect Manor; the area 
south of Northwest Highway to Lonnquist 
Boulevard,and the remainder of the vil- 
lage south of Lonnquist Boulevard. 


Although the beats have existed only 


since January — when Giddens came to 
the village — the chief said some revi- 
sions may be made because some beats 
have been producing more crime than 
other*. 


Reaction among the Mount Prospect 


policemen to the new plan has been mix- 
ed, Giddens said. He said-some men feel 
it will help the force give better service to 
citizens while others are upset because 
"days off they have planned far in ad- 
vance will have to be changed." 


DWYER SAID the SBA is considering 


holding mass meetings in affected areas 
to tell citizens about the relief programs, 
as it did after the August flooding, when 
meetings were held in Arlington Heights, 
Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove Village and 
Des Plaines.

A Land For Leisure Sales 


The Chicago area is the best market In 


the nation for selling land developments 
and leisure-time products,' says a promo- 
ter of Land and Living Expo-72, now 
showing at Arlington Park Exposition 
Hall. And more than 50 exhibitors at the 
show have spent a considerable sum of 
money to get their share of the market. 


Promoters arc hesitant to say exactly 


how much exhibitors arc spending to sell 
their goods at Expo, but the minimum 
price for space at the show is $2,500. 
That doesn't take into account time spent 
in setting up exhibits, cost of sending 
personnel to the show or money spent on 
tho exhibit Itself. It's apparent exhib- 
itors' costs arc well in excess of the 
$2,500 figure. 


Land development, the major focus of 


the show and source of roughly half of 
the exhibits, is big business. Elliott Hcl- 
dclberger, a Chicago attorney and one of 
tho show's promoters, says land devel- 
opment is the nation's sixth largest In- 
dustry In terms of dollar volume. 


SOME STATISTICS compiled by the 


organizers of Expo-72 show why: 


—New housing starts within the next 


four years arc predicted at more than 11 
million units. Of these, almost two mil- 
lion will be for second homes. 


—Sales of mobile and modular homes 


arc predicted at more than 1.2 million 
units, half of them by people over 50 
years of age. These customers will be 
looking for land on which to locate. 


—America now has an annual $40 bil-

OK Another Fireman, Cut

this year with a pro-rated l<a days off.

LEONARD KAISER, a member of the 


firemen's negotiating committee told the 
board he "had no idea the three days 
would be pro-rated." He said firemen un- 
derstood the full three days would be 


granted this year. 


"It just came down to the funds avail- 


able," said Trustee Errol "Bud" Rich- 
ardson, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee which recommended hiring the 
extra fireman. 


"The budget was originally layed out 


as a tight budget," said Mayor Robert 
Teichert. "We felt that at least the con- 
cept of the days off should be imple- 
mented and started now." Teichert in 
June agreed that the ultimate goal 
should be a 40-hour work week for all 
village employes, including firemen. 


Trustees George Anderson and Daniel 


Ahern voted against the measure. 


"I think firefighters now have an ex- 


cellent working condition," Ahern said. 
"Perhaps a firefighter works another job 
because he knows he can get his rest at 
the fire station. Firemen knew what the 
working conditions would be when they 
came to the fire department."

WOODFIELD BUDGET FLOOR 


The PTA president, parents and sev- 


eral teachers from Sunset Park School, 
801 W. Lonnqulst Blvd., protested at the 
Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 board meetings 
Monday that the alteration of exits at 
Sunset Park has created a fire hazard. 


Dist. 57 rented three classrooms to the 


N o r t h w e s t Educational Cooperative 
(NEC) last spring to house a computer. 
Under the agreement, the district remod- 
eled the space for offices. A partition 
with a single door was constructed In the 
hall of the lower level of the school, sepa- 
rating several classrooms from the NEC 
offices and closing off the classrooms 
from an east building exit out of the build- 
Ing.

"There arc approximately 141 children

11 used to be the rule that suburbanites 


commuted dally to Chicago. The suburbs 
were strictly a place to live, the city a 
place to work. 


But that arrangement Is not neces- 


•ariJy the caw anymore. More and more, 
Industry is moving to the suburbs. And 
when they move, they often bring em- 
ployes from Chicago with them. 


Mary pctran Is a labor relations 


analyst who started working for Honey- 
well, Inc., in 1950. Her office was then 
located in Northwest Chicago. In 1933, 
she moved with the company to Morton 
Grove. Two years ago, Honeywell moved 
to Arlington Heights, and Mrs. Pctran Is 
still with them. But she still lives in Chi- 
cago. 


Mrs. Pctran Is not alone. She estimates 


that as many as half of Ihc company's 
7M employes at the Arlington Heights 
plant still live in Chicago. 


The same situation exists to a lesser

Many of them must drive more than an 
hour to get into Chicago, a result of rush- 
hour traffic. 


Because he goes the opposite direction 


of heavy traffic does not mean Southall 
enjoys his drive. He said that such prob- 
lems as fighting rain and snow and hav- 
ing had to replace three blown engines in 
a year have driven him to look for a 
home In the Northwest suburbs. 


BUT MARY PETRAN, a labor rela- 


tions analyst with Honeywell Inc. in Ar- 
lington Heights, enjoys her daily drive 
from northwest Chicago to the suburbs. 
She says the drive seems shorter the 
more often she drives it. 


"It's pleasant driving from a congested 


area to a place where you can still see 
farm lands — something green...

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City Council Takes Over 
Proposed Ward Remapping 


Tho city council last night took over 


th« remnants of DCS Plaines' proposed 
ward rcdlstricting. 


Meeting os a committee of the whole 


before five city officials and four resi- 
dents, the council Informally named a 
five-man committee to gerrymander 
ward boundaries proposed by City Clerk 
Eleanor Rohrbach. The proposed remap, 
the second attempt this year to align DCS 
Plaines voters with the "one man one 
vote principle," placed at least two al- 
dermen in election Jeopardy by locating 
In both the 7th and 1st wards two in- 
cumbents scheduled for 1073 reelection. 


After arguing pvcr and questioning the 


proposed map, which would split tho city 
Into eight wards of about 7,155 each, the 
council named Aid. Charles Bolck (3rd), 
Aid. Robert Hlndo (4th), Aid. Robert 
Sherwood (2nd), Aid. Ewald Swansea 
(6th) and Aid. Joseph Szabo (1st) to the 
committee. All five reside in con- 
troversially remapped wards. Szabo, who 
suggested tho committee after 00 min- 
utes of discussion will be the chairman. 


"If any of you want to take It home 


and do It yourself," I'll bo glad to give It 
to you," Mrs. Rohrbach said after claim- 
Ing she worked five weekends at homo 
on the proposal. 


ILLINOIS STATUTES require the re- 


districting 74 days before the 1973 elec- 
tion. "It's Imperative we do not procrasti 
natc. Yesterday is when this map should 
have been done," she said. 


To prepare for the election the clerk 


must vorifi petitions based on persons 
who voted in each ward during the last 
election. Candidate petitions will be 
available in early January. "I must have 
the information for candidates by then," 
Mrs. Rohrbach said. The work requires 
study of 28,000 voter cards in addition to 
outlining precincts. 


The council hedged on a deadline for 


the committee to complete the work. 
"This will be a working committee, pos- 
sibly two nights a week," Hinde said. 
Mayor Herbert Bchrel estimated that the 
committee cannot begin work until late 
September because of a city officials' 
convention In Chicago. 


"I must have that map by Oct. 15," 


Mrs. Rohrbach told the Herald. "Or they 
better be willing to give 20 people and 
increase my appropriations sky high." 


COUNCIL MEMBERS Thursday chal- 


lenged tho remap because It is based on 
1970 census information. "This is going 
to be obsolete . . . maybe this thing 
should be deferred 60 or DO days until it 
can be studied," Bolck said. The first 
proposed remap was rejected by tho 
council in June because It split aldermen 


from home constituencies. 


"I think we should start thinking in 


terms of possible annexation," Bolek 
said. 


Mrs. Rohrbach responded by claiming 


tht the 1966 remap planned for a large 
population increase in Des Plaines down- 
town apartment area. "It never hap- 
pened," she said. The first ward now 
contains about 4,891 persons, about 23,000 
less than the required average ward size. 
"The law clearly states that the city 
must be rcdlstrlcted according to current 
population figures," she said. 


"I have worked this thing forwards 


and backwards, up and down, every- 
way," Mrs. Rorhbach said. "Either adopt 
what is before you or you can change the 
center boundaries and end up with dis- 
parity." 


THE REMAP WAS prompted by cen- 


sus figures which showed about 20 per 
cent of the city's population, more than 
11,000 persons, living in the eighth ward. 


"I refuse absolutely, unless you take 


me to court, to do It again," the city 
clerk said. 


Mrs. Rorhbach said she is willing to sit 


down with the committee to "go over the 
sticky, nitty-gritty details" that could 
change boundaries to allow two alder- 
men per ward and avoid election con- 
frontation. 


Auto Rental Firms Are Sued For Tax 


Hertz Corporation, Rcnt-A-Car Divi- 


sion, in DCS Plaines and Chalet Ford in 
Arlington Heights, wero named to a suit 
yesterday alleging they cheated tho state 
out of taxes on automobile sales. 


Twenty one other new car dealers, 


most from tho Chicago area, were also 
named in the suit by tho Illinois Depart- 
ment of Revenue, alleging taxes due on a 
total of $0.2 million worth of cars was not 
fu'V paid. 


The charges list 153 violations in which 


Hertz and the dealers allegedly conspired 
to evado Illinois sales taxes on automo- 
bile sales to the Hertz Corp. through in- 
tricate trade-in deals on Hertz fleet cars, 
snld George E. Mahln, state revenue di- 
rector. 


In the scheme, more than 3,000 fraudu- 


lent tax forms were submitted to tho Illi- 
nois Department of Revenue during 1970 
and 1071, the suit charges. 


"WE HAVE NOT seen a copy of the 


charges and ore not in a position to com- 
ment," a Hertz spokesman in New York 
said yesterday. 


"We firmly believe we have not vio- 


lated any Illinois laws," he said. "During 
a recent audit, Hertz offered to pay 
taxes, if any, which the audit might dis- 
close were rightfully owed by Hertz to 
tho state." 


Richard Brccn, who owns Chalet Ford, 


Inc., said he was unaware of the suit 
when contacted yesterday, but does not 
believe that he has evaded any tax laws. 


"We haven't done any business with 


Hertz since last year — they usually buy

The owner of a car impounded Tues- 


day by DCS Plaines police is "definitely 
not a suspect" In the double slayings last 
week of a Chicago woman and her 18- 
month-old daughter.

said. "Despite this, dealers listed these 
same cars as received in trade from 
Hertz and entered as much as $1,000 as 
the trade-in allowance on state tax 
forms." 


"BY LISTING that car as a trade-in, a 


tax of $66.63 was paid to the state on a 
$3,232.93 new car purchased by Hertz," 
since there was no trade-in, a tax of 
$161.65 should have been paid." 


Breen denied any such deception has 


taken place at his Arlington Heights 
dealership. 


"The Department of Revenue will is- 


sue notices of tax liability against Hertz 
and the 22 car dealers, and expects to 
receive $750,000 due in taxes, penalties 
and interest," Mahin said. "The State of 
Illinois will get every penny due." 


Private citizens who purchased used 


cars from Hertz and received titles to 
the vehicles will not have their titles 
questioned, Mahln said.

Strong differences of opinion on virtual- 


ly all major issues mark the two congres- 
sional candidates in the North Suburban 
10th District, Samuel Young and U.S. 
Rep. Abner Mtkva, D-I11. 


In their series of debates around the 


district, the two contenders have been 
able to come down on different sides of 
almost every question — including how 
they would determine their votes if elect- 
ed to Congress. 


Should the legislator sniff the political 


winds, try to determine the feelings of 
his constituents on an issue and then vote 
accordingly? 


Or should he vote on the basis of his 


own values, his own conscience and then 
hope the folks back home will go along 
when he presents himself for re-election? 


Mikva and Young disagreed on that 


and a number of other issues when they 
clashed Wednesday night in a debate 
held at Trinity Lutheran Church in DCS 
Plaines. 


For Young, who finds attitudes of 10th 


District voters to be on the conservative 
side and thus in line with his o\\n, the 
important thing "is to represent you, 
rather than misrepresent you," he said 
Wednesday. 


"That in itself I think is an issue in 


this campaign. Having lived in this dis- 
trict for some 24, 25 years and being 
very familiar with the people and the 
governments and the problems of this 
district, I think I'm in a position to know 
your viewpoints better than someone who 
has never lived here," said Young. 


For him, a congressman should "act 


as your representative in voting with 
those 434 other congressmen to deter- 
mine what legislation shall be passed 
and that's an important job because 
that's how you tell how you have the best 
interests of the United States at heart," 
he said. 


"Nobody is smart enough to be able to 


say what is best for the United States. It 
. . . takes 43S men who come from all 
over the United States who meet there 
and decide what is the majority view to 
determine what is best for the United 
States," said Young. 


Mikva, who moved to Evanston last 


year after being elected twice from a 
South Side Chicago district, said the vot- 
ers must examine and come to their de- 
cision on the basis of a congressman's

SB A Extends Relief For Flood Victims 


Victims of the area's most recent 


flooding have been added to the list .of 
residents eligible for disaster relief funds 
from the Small Business Administration. 


The SBA yesterday amended its dis- 


aster declaration for the Aug. 25 flooding 
in the Chicago area to include persons 
victimized by the heavy rains of Sunday 
night and Monday. 


Residents of Cook, DuPage and Kane 


Counties were included in the new dec- 
laration from Robert A. Dwyer, the 
SBA's Midwest regional director. 


The declaration enables homeowners, 


tenants, business people, churches, pri- 
vate schools and various non-profit or- 
ganizations in the affected areas to quali- 
fy for SBA loans to restore or replace 


damaged property not covered by insur- 
ance. 


DWYER SAID the SBA is considering 


'•olding mass meetings in affected areas 
to tell citizens about the relief programs, 
as It did after the August flooding, when 
meetings were held in Arlington Heights, 
"oiling Meadows, Elk Grove Village and 
rjns Plaines. 


In the meantime, the SBA has person- 


nel stationed at three locations to field 
flood relief applications. They Include the 
Addison Village Hall, 130 W. Army Trail 
Rd.; the Lisle Village Hall, 4740 Main 
St.; and the Montgomery Village Hall, 
1300 S. Broadway. Phone numbers at the 
offices are: Addison, 543-6130; Lisle, WO 
8-1200; and Montgomery, 896-8080. 


Flood victims also may apply for relief 


at the SBA's regional office: Suite 437, 
219 S. Dearborn St., Chicago, telephone 
353-4521. 


For residential losses, affected persons 


may qualify for loans of up to $50,000 for 
real property, up to $10,000 for personal 
property, and up to $55,000 for a com- 
bination of real and personal property. 
Disaster business loans are limited to 
$500,000. 


All loans are long-term with an interest 


rate of 1 per cent. Additionally, under a 
new law, the SBA will suspend, or for- 
give, payments up to $5,000 in all dis- 
aster loans. 
' Dwyer said the SBA will accept loan 
applications for processing without a 
contractor's estimate, but the burden of 
proof of loss remains on the borrower.

acre-feet In the Chicago area costing an 
estimated $192,934,500 to correct. An 
acre-foot Is a volume measure equal to 
the amount of water that could bo held in 
a basin one acre in size and one foot 
deep.

Lack of retention causes quick storm 


water runoff into sewer systems, MSD 
officials claim. 


Only the Upper Salk Creek Basin, 


w h i c h includes parts of Arlington 
Heights, Elk Grove Village, Palatine, 
Rolling Meadows and Schaumburg, did 
not add to the retention deficiency, the 
report states. The basin's 53.8 feet-acres 
of retention compensated for 172 B im- 
pervious acres, 


THE MSD CRITICISM of local commu- 


nity retention is not new. In 1970, MSD 
issued a similar report that showed 32 
DCS Plaincs developments covered over 
129 acres and provided no retention. 


City officials have cited Lake Opcka 


and Peterson Lake as two large retention 
areas. Local developers are only re- 
quired to provide retention when storm 
sewers do not have capacity to drain de- 
velopments after construction is com- 
pleted, City Engineer Robert Bowen 
said. 


The vast majority of the building with- 


out providing any retention to com- 
pensate occurred in the years before 
1969, when 31,500 acre-feet of retention 
deficiencies were accumulated. 


In 1969,1970 and 1971, 3,544 more acre- 


feet were added. 


So far this year, 35 acre-feet In reten- 


tion deficiencies have been added to the 
total, despite new MSD regulations re- 
quiring developers to provide retention 
proportionate with the amount of land 
they make Impervious. 


THE MSD REPORT indicates that be- 


cause of such additions to the retention 
deficiency, "the present flooding problem 
is increasing at the rate of approximate- 
ly $10 million each year. 


"New construction continues to com- 


pound the existing and already severe 
flooding conditions. Local communities 
and developers are failing to provide 
adequate storage for storm water at or 
near the site of the new developments 
and arc continuing to rapidly discharge 
additional storm water flows into the 
drainage systems which are presently 
overloaded," the MSD report charges. 


The report lays the blame for flooding 


directly on the shoulders of individual 
communities. 


"The continued compounding of the 


flooding problem demonstrates the unwil- 
lingness of the local communities and de- 
velopers to undertake, voluntarily, a 
flood control program to cope with the 
new problems being created ... As these 
local problems become compounded, the 
solutions become more complex and far 
more costly and require involvement of 
metropolitan, state and federal agencies. 
Each of these could be avoided if the 


local communities would provide solu- 
tions in advance as a part of the local 
developmental act," the MSD engineer's 
report said. 


The MSD's engineering 
department 


keeps tabs on sewer permit applications 
it approves for each municipality. 


Month by month, the district records 


how many permits are issued, what ef- 
fect the developments will have on popu- 
lation of the area, the number of acres 
of land made impervious by the new de- 
velopments, and how much retention is 
provided. 


District engineers then determine how 


much retention Is lacking to make up 
completely for the water that would have 
been absorbed by the vacant land. 


ALTHOUGH MILLIONS of tax dollars 


are necessary to correct flooding, a 
group of Skokie residents, who published 
a pamphlet entitled "The Twin Evils 
—Flooding and Water Pollution," claim 
that city ordinances can aid flood-prone 
residents. 


The pamphlet, directed by Eng. Vin- 


cent Eitzcn, recommends: 


—Overhead sewer systems, with sump 


basins and pumps in new buildings with 
basements below sidewalk level; 


—Restriction of concrete and other im- 


permeable survaces to front and rear 
yards by requiring permits for driveway 
and patio work; 


—Construction of slow runoff or reten- 


tion systems with large buildings or 
structures with more than six parking 
spaces. 


The booklet claims that disconnection 


of downspouts from sewers will prevent 
overloading.

In 
his other major point of attack, Young 
has tried to link Mikva to Democratic 
presidential candidate George McGovcrn 
while at the same time grabbing firm 
hold of President Nixon's coattails. 


These two Issues have been interwoven 


throughout the candidates' discussions of 
other policy questions. Young stresses 
his support of Nixon, who is expected to 
carry the district easily. Mikva points to 
his independent record. 


"There Is a debate as to what is the 


purpose of a United State representative. 
My opponent has stated that he would 
Intend to represent his conscience in the 
United States Congress," Young said 
Wednesday. 


"How do you determine what his con- 


science Is? You look at his voting record, 


you look at the record he has compiled in 
the United States Congress in the 3*4 
years that he has served there," he said. 


"How do you determine what my view- 


points are? You ask me questions and 
you look at the viewpoints that I have 
expressed in this campaign. That gives 
you a choice between one viewpoint 
which is the viewpoint of my opponent 
and Sen. McGovern and the viewpoint of 
President Nixon and Sam Young," he 
said. 


Mikva's rejoinder stressed his indepen- 


dence. 


"Let me make one thing perfectly 


clear," Mikva said. "I support Sen. 
McGovern enthusiastically in his bid for 
the presidency of the United States. I'm 
very proud as Mr. Young pointed out 
that I was one of the first people to en- 
dorse his candidacy. My support for him 
is unequivocal." 


"Having said that, if I'm re-elected to 


office and if Sen. McGovern is elected 
president of the United States, I will feel 
as free to criticize his conduct in office 
and as free to disagree with his pro- 
grams as I have felt free to criticize 


President Nixon. I think that's what rep- 
resentative government is all about," 
said Mikva. 


Young would like to make support for 


the President a major issue. Mikva, he 
said, went against administration propos- 
als more than two thirds of the time in 
the-House, a record that puts him among 
some of the most anti-Nixon congress- 
men, according to Young. 


Mikva, for example, wants the U.S to 


get out of Vietnam Immediately. Young 
says no, and aggressively defends Presi- 
dent Nixon's conduct of the war. 


"Now first of all, let's get one thing on 


the record, and let's get it straight," 
Young said Wednesday. 


"President Nixon has wanted to get 


this war over and he's done more to get 
this war over than anybody who's a 
Democrat, living or dead, in this room or 
in any other room in the United States," 
he said. 


"And let there be no mistake about the 


(act that President Nixon has said he 
could change the direction of this war 
and he has ... So President Nixon has 
fulfilled to a high degree the responsi- 


bilities of the statements that he said b« 
would do when he was elected President 
of the United States," said Young. 


Mikva claims to have "vigorously sup- 


ported" some of the President's pro- 
grams, those he says deserved support. 


"In fact I've supported him more vig- 


orously than some of the Republicans in 
the Illinois delegation have supported 
him on some of the programs he's ad- 
vanced, such as welfare reform, such as 
foreign aid, such as reorganization of 
government, because he's right," said 
Mikva.

East and Highland Park compete in

Johnson) take the fullback coming up the 
gut and the ends (Jim D'Antonio and 
Glen Sedjo) take the quarterback," Eck 
explained.

sort of flow around in there, clogging 
things up." 


East has limited experience with the 


wishbone. Hinsdale Central used it last 
year and toppled the Demons, 47-3. "But 
they beat us on personnel," said Eck. "It 
wasn't the wishbone. They could have- 
run any old thing and won." 


In addition to the wishbone offense, 


Scornavacco will bring two young men to 
Maine East who he claims have All-State 
and major college potential. 


They ore Mike Levering (6-3, 200) at 


offensive left end and Scott Sklarc (6-1, 
200) in the backfield. Sklare scored from 
six yards out against Deerficld. 


Eck has made two offensive changes. 


Jeff Cohen will replace Tom Gill at left 
guard. Bob 'Tank" Rinka moves into the 
backfield displacing Herbst. 


Back, of course, will be quarterback 


Maloney who completed six passes for 
183 yards against Forest View. Wolff ran 
for 110 yards. 


Eck and Scornavacco are encouraged 


about their seasons, especially after last 
weekend. Eck talks of "a new chance, 
new hope" in the Central Suburban, a 
league thought to be weaker than some 
in the Chlcagoland area. 


Scornavacco disagrees. "In the Subur- 


ban on a yearly basis you'll hve three or 
four powerhouses and three or four weak 
schools," he said. 


"I don't think you'll find that in the 


Central Suburban. It doesn't have a real 
powerhouse like Evanston but it does 
have the better overall strength." 


The Central Suburban will soon know 


with whom that strength genuinely rests.

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Osco Strike Continues 
Pharmacists Hit Late Hours 


by LEA TONKIN 


Those heavily-promoted "midnight 


Jewel" store hours may appeal to the 
nocturnal consumer, but they remain a 
stickler In the continuing dispute be- 
tween the affiliate Osco Drug firm and 
striking pharmacists. 


Member* of (he Professional Pharmac- 


ists Association began A strike against 
the 72 area Osco outlets on Sept. 12. The 


School Board 
Levies $2 Million 


A total of almost $2 million was levied 


by the River Trails Dlst. 28 School Board 
at Its meeting Tuesday night. 


The board has estimated that based on 


the 1972 anticipated assessment, the tax 
rate this year will amount to approxi- 
mately 12.60 per $100 of assessed valu- 
ation. This Is compared to last year's 
rate of $2.59. 


The district levied the maximum in the 


education, operations and building, trans- 
portation and working cash funds. The 
estimated rate for the Illinois Municipal 
Retirement Fund (IMRF) was Increased 
by about one cent. The 1972-73 budget al- 
lows $41,600 for this fund. However, ac- 
cording to Supt. Thomas Warden, sala- 
ries and/or an increase In the district's 
contribution to the IMRF could bring tho 
expense for this fund to $45,000. 


THE ESTIMATED rate in the trans- 


portation fund was also Increased, from 0 
cents to about 12 cents. The trans- 
portation fund operated at a deficit of 
about $18,500 during 1971-72. "With a con- 
tinuing program of replacing buses and 
other Increased costs, the 12 cents (max- 
imum) rate would seem appropriate," 
Warden explained. 


Estimated rates for the rest of the 


funds remained about the same. How- 
ever, for the first time, tho district de- 
cided to provide for liability Insurance 
under a separate levy. The levy for this 
fund Includes liability for the schools as 
well as bus, auto and civil rights Insur- 
ance. It does not Include major medical 
coverage, Warden said. 


action followed a breakdown of talks on 
his issue and the supervision of non-pro- 
icssional personnel. No negotiating ses- 
sions have been held In the interim peri- 
od. 


According to an Osco spokesman, the 


chain's pharmacies 
arc temporarily 


staffed by supervisory personnel who are 
also registered pharmacists. Revised 
hours are In effect for some of the Chi- 
cago area Osco pharmacies, he said. 


Joe Canzollno, an Osco pharmacist, 


said the late evening hours are a major 
Issue in the dispute Involving 140 phar- 
macists.He serves as secretary-treasurer 
of the Professional Pharmacists Associ- 
ation. Osco pharmacists comprise the 
groups total membership. 


"We agree on salaries," Canzollno 


said. "We would like to see $313.20 a 
week. But If we sign a contract we want 
to know what hours we're talking about. 


"WE DONT WANT a midnight shift," 


he continued. "We're not asking them 
(OSCO) to close at 9, but to hire part- 
time pharmacists to work after this." 
The recent program of opening Jewel 
and affiliated Osco Drug stores until 
midnight has been accomplished without 
Increasing the company's payroll, ac- 
cording to Canzollno, by scheduling less 
overlap In personnel shifts. 


Osco management seeks a contract for 


a 42-hour week on five days. This would 


Include four, nine-hour days. Members of 
the union seek a 404-hour week on five 
days. It would include one nine-hour day. 


ADEQUATE SUPERVISION of non- 


professional personnel doing pharmacy 
work is also a major Issue, according to 
Canzollno. Assistant managers, clerks 
and others who have no intention of be- 
coming a registered pharmacist work as 
apprentices, he said. 


"After nine o'clock they (Osco) want 


these nonprofessionals to go behind the 
counter to dispense drugs," he said. "We 
don't want this. We would feel respon- 
sible. 


"Sometimes the apprentice pharmac- 


ists are dispensing certain drugs," he 
continued. "We're not making color TV's 
or cars that you con bring back the next 
day If something goes wrong." 


T H E 
PHARMACISTS' association 


brought charges against Osco Drug be- 
fore the National Labor Relations Board 
(NLRB) this week. Misinformation in a 
letter sent by the firm to its employe 
pharmacists is charged by the organiza- 
tion in its complaint. 


Criminal charges against the firm arc 


also sought by the Professional Phar- 
macists Association through the offices 
of the corporate counsel of Chicago. Pro- 
ceedings are slated to start today on this 
Issue. 


Canzollno said Osco brought charges 


against the union last week before the 
NLRB for bargaining in bad faith. The 
charges were dismissed. 


"Pay and hours of work" are the Is- 


sues involved in the labor dispute, the 
Osco spokesman said, declining further 
comment on contract issues. 


Another complaint of the pharmacists' 


association is that some of its members 
are being used as test cases in the firm's 
price posting program for prescription 
drugs. These pharmacists face the pos- 
sible loss of their state license, Canzollno 
said. He considers price disclosure a 
good concept but would like to sec the 
program discontinued until the legal 
questions are resolved.

The next time you dial "0" for oper- 


ator and a man answers the telephone, 
don't hang up. He's taking part In an 
expanding Job opportunities program 
within Illinois Bell Telephone Co. and the 
Bell System. 


Bell now has male operators on the Job 


In Arlington Heights, Elk Grove Village 
and Wheeling as part of the sweeping 
equal employment program underway. 
This week, the program gained official 
status on a national level. A Joint en- 
dorsement was announced In Washington 
by tho federal General Services Adminis- 
tration and the American Telephone •& 
Telegraph Co. (AT&T) of a program call- 
Ing for promotion of women and minority 
group personnel. The plan also provides 
that men will move into jobs traditional- 
ly held by women. 


As part of this national agreement, an- 


nounced Wednesday, approximately 2,500 
women employes of Illinois Bell will 
move up to better paying jobs by 1974. 
Some 460 women will gain jobs tradition- 
ally held by men. These Include line 
workers, marketing, Installers and stock- 
workers. 


This program spells out the provision 


for promotion of 329 minority workers to 
higher paying Jobs by Illinois Bell. Jobs 
traditionally hold by women, ns oper- 
ators and clerks, will be opened to 238 
men. 


TUB CUANGEOVEIt In jobs Is already 


evident In Bell's Northwest Suburban op- 
erations. Eight men work as operators In 
tho Arlington Heights, Elk Grove and 
Wheeling operations. A total of 13 women 
In these establishments are working on 
loading docks, in the stockroom, as In- 
stallers of equipment and other jobs usu- 
ally done by men In previous years. 


The Arlington Heights marketing de- 


partment can boast one mole clerk and 
flvo women In sales, reversals of the 
traditional job assignments. 


"Wo are pleased that the U.S. General 


Services Administration (GSA) has offi- 
cially approved tho Affirmative Action 
Programs of Illinois Bell and the Bell 
System," said Jack Gable, Illinois Bell's 
vice president of personnel. 


"Tho Affirmative Action Plan ap- 


proved by the GSA Is similar to tho pro- 
gram Illinois Bell has had In effect most 
of this year," Gable said. More than 
41,000 Bell personnel are among tho mil- 
lion AT&T employes In over 700 oper- 
ations affected by Iho program. 


The GSA is responsible for compliance 


with equal employment opportunity goals 
In IS major Industries Including tho com- 
munications field. More than 20,000 es- 
tablishments In these fields have govern- 
ment contracts. 


Termed by GSA chief Arthur F. Samp- 


son "one of the farthest reaching equal 
employment opportunity programs in 
American business," the AT&T agree- 
ment climaxed eight months of negotia- 
tions. "The new plan will have a domino 
effect on other major corporations," pre- 
dicted Sampson. "It represents such a 
major milestone for the civil rights 
movement in this country that its philos- 
ophy will hove impact throughout Ameri- 
can industry." 


ON A NATIONAL scale, the pact pro- 


vides for the promotion of 50,000 women 
to higher paying jobs. Ten per cent of 
these promotions will be to management 
posts. Also included are provisions for 
promotion of 6,600 minority group mem- 
bers to higher paying jobs, including 12 
per cent to management jobs; 6,600 
women will fill jobs traditionally held by 
men; 4,000 men will assume posts tra- 
ditionally held by women.
